This man, pPolding one of the highest 
posts in the empire, employed detectives 
to organize riots in different parts of 
the country so that he might have an 
excuse. for searching houses and per- 
sons, Which, in its turn, offered oppor- 
tunity for theft and blackmail.

Mexico City, October 17.—The Interna- 
tional Bank and ‘Trust Company cf 
America, W. H. Hunt president, with 
branches in New York, San Fraricisco 
and points throughout Mexico, closed its 
this morning in voluntary liqui- 
dation and posted a notice to that effect 
on the doors of the bank in this city. 

This institution has advertised that it 
has a paid up gold capital of $1,850,000 
and deposits of about $1,500,000 silver. 
The institution has been in existence for 
some four years and had until recently 
enjoyed public confidence. 

The cause of the failure is said to be 
over-lending. 

The depositors embrace a large number 
of railway construction contractors and 
men of the English speaking colony in 
this city. 

President Hunt arrived from New York 
tonight, but made no statement, though 
later the management issued a statement 
saying it was deemed best to close the 
doors of the bank, it is hoped, only tem- 
porarily, and that the prospects are that 
the depositors will not lose a cent. 

There will be much distress among de-

to pay their men. 

No other bank is affected, all being 
solvent. A large amount of cash was 
offered the failed fstjtution today, but 
it was said not to be sufficient.

Two Companies of Ameri- 
can Artillery Sail for 
Home. 


Havana, October 17.—The two com- 
panies of American artfllery, which oc- 
cupied Santa Clara, boarded the United 
States transport Kilpatrick today for 
their return home. 

The programme 48 previously arranged 
by Major Brown, commanding the troops 
in Cuba, and the secretary of the gov- 
ernment, was carried out. A company of 
Cuban artillery, consisting of ninety 
men, and [00 mounted rural guards, 
headed by the municipal band, paraded 
on the Punta at | p. m. Twenty min- 
utes later the Americans appeared 
marching up the Avenue of the Republic 
from Vedado. Major Brown, at the head 
of the troops, who marched in-platoons 
and ported arms wen passing the Cu- 
bans, the latter presenting arms. The 
Cuban band and artillery then took the 
lead, followed by the American soldiers, 
with the rural guards coming last, and 
proceeded in column down to the palace, 
past which they marched. 

President Palma and*his wife, the 
members of the cabinet, United States 
Minister Squieres and’ Mrs. Squieres here 
reviewed the troops. AS each company 
passed it ported arms, paused and then 
marched to Caballoya wmarf, where the 
Americans lined up inside the wharf 
railing and presented arms, the Cubans 
marching by with port arms. The Amer- 
icans then boarded launches and were 
transferred to the Kilpatrick, Probably 
2,000 persons were assembled at the 
Punta and 2,000 more at the wharf. The 
Americans were not greeted with much 
cheering.

NEW DUKE OF RIGHMOND. . | 
NEARLY SIXTY YEARS OLD 


Special Correspondence. 
ONDON, October 10.—When the 

3 famous old duke of Richmond and 

Gordon died the other day at the 
age of 85 one of the proudest and longest 
titles in the peerage of the United King- 
dom passed on to an eldest son who has 
waited fifty-eight years for his final 
honors—just a year less than King Ed- 
ward waited for his crown. By the death 
of his-father, the earl of March, as the 
new duke hitherto has been known, be- 
comes not only seventh duke of. Rich- 
mond, but acquires the other historic 
styles of baron of Settrington, duke of 
Lennox, Baron Methuen, duke of Gor- 
don, earl of Kinrar, Duke d’Aubigny and 
hereditary constable of Inverness castle. 

The family of which the new duke Its 
now the head traces a direct descent 
from Charfes II and Louise Renee, the 
Merry Monarcli's “favorite,’’ and 
through the scores of intermarriages 
which have taken place since 1675 has 
‘allied itself closely with most of the fore- 
most families of England. Like his 
father, the seventh duke is a widower, 
but he has three sons, one of whom also 
has a son 4 years old, so the line scems 
to be in no danger of running out for 
lack of male heirs. 

The fate duke, in addition to his proud 
lineage, had a particularly distinguished 
military and political career to his credit, 
but perhaps he was most famous as the 
only man who ever snubbed the present 
king. He was a crusty old nobleman, 
the duke, and one of the last representa- 
tives of the ancient school who stuck to 
their traditions about “class’’ and re-

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fused to have anything to do either with 
the newly rich or folk of t'tle @hose rep- 
utations were below par. lhus came 
about the tiff between his grace of Rich- 
mond and Edward VII, then prince of 
Wales. The prince, who was invited to 


one of the -duke’s famous: house parties, 
sent word that he would not come unless 
a certain lady~whom the ‘duke purpose- 
ly had left uninvited—were included in 
the party. Whereupon the duke won the 
respect of every one who heard of the 
incident by replying that he proposed 
to invite only whom he chose to his 
house, ang that if his royal highness 
didn’t care to come he. could stay at 
home. 

Although he owned a handsome Lon- 
don residence in fhe heart of fashionable 
Belgravia and a castle in Seotland sur- 
rounded by grounds containing 1,300 
acres, the late duke's principal seat was, 
of course, Goodwood, in Sussex, the 
scene of the famous annual race meetings 
of that name. By virtue of its choice 
entries and select patronage this meeting 
is one of the most impertant in the 
whole round of aristocracy’s amusements, 
and nearly all the big families owning 
country places in the vicinity give house 
parties during the week, to which the 
cream of society are bidden. 

Goodwood itself is an enormous old 
pile standing on the site of King Charles 
Il’s shooting box. The Richmond hos- 
pitality is famous, and all London swell- 
dom annually sits on nettles for a few 
days when the time for the ducal Invi- 
tation comes around. 

Although the Goodwood guests always 
have had the run of the place during 
house party week, the late duke had one 
rule that was rigidly enforced, namely, 
that no one should play cards for high 
stakes In his house. While this regula- 
tion usually was ofserved, a story ts 
told of one party of younger spirits who, 
late one night after the duke was sup- 
posed to have retired, started a game 
in which the stakes exceeded the pre- 
scribed limits. Just as the play was get- 
ting interesting a side door swung open 
and when one of the youngsters hap- 
pened to look up he discovered the duke, 
who, apparently taking no notice of the 
game, remarked that as it was rather 
late he would suggest that the whole 
party go to bed. 

In many ways the new duke of Rich- 
mond is like his fafher: Enlisting with 
the Grenadier Guards he later joined the 
Third battalion of the Sussex militia 
and after serving gallantly throughout 
the South African war folds a commis- 
sion as militia alde-de-camp to the king. 
In parliament he has represented two 
divisions of Sussex, and beside his rhinor 
public offices at home !s provincial grand 
master of the Sussex Freemasons. 

As has been said, the new holder of 
the title Is a widower, although he has 
been twice married. The first wife was 
Amy Mary Ricardo, whom the earl mar- 
ried in 1868. After her death in 1I879 
his lordship waitea three years before 
marrying Isabel Craven, a niece of the 
earl of Craven. This union was even 
more unfortunate than the first, for the 
Second countless lived only ‘three years. 
With fawoerite recreations hunting, 
shooting, fishing and raging it is probable 
that the seventh duke will keep alive 
the family traditions and see to it that 
the Goodwood colors pass under the wire 
In their proper place. The duke is a 
member of the Turf and Carlton elubs.

IN THE BOUNDARY CASE 


October 17.—Secretary 
Hay tonight received a cablegram 
from London announcing that’ the 
Alskan boundary commission ex- 
pected to hand down a decision on Mon- 
day, but that no final agreement had 
been reached, No further details of the 
cablegram were given out. 

Commenting on the Associated Press 
dispatches, a high administration official 
said: , 

“State department officials are natural- 
ly profoundly gratified that an agreement 
has been reached favorable to the Amer- 
ican contention. As was pointed out to- 
night by a high official, the decision is 
“a complete justification of our claims, 
an evidence of the skill with which the 
American case has been presented and a 
tribute to the fairness and broad-mind-

mission, Lord Chief Justice Alverstone.”’ 

The effect of the decision, it is stated 
here, is to leave the Alaskan boundary 
practically where it is now. The main 


| point of the Canadian contention involves

the ports of Skagway and Dyea, through 
which the Klondike business is transact- 
ed. These ports remain American terri- 
tory. The decision Is taken to concede 
the American claim to a strip of tervi- 
tory ten leagues in width from tide wa- 
ter and extending from the head of 
Portland cana] to the I4!st meridian 
west longitude.

Little To Be Thankful For. 

Ottowa, October 17.~—The Canadian gov- 
ernment has not yet received official noti- 
fication of the proposed decision in the 
Alaskan boundary case. If the decision Is 
as reported, namely, that Portland canal 
is to remain in Canadian territory, there 
is a feeling in official circles that the 
Pominion has not much to be thankful 
for. Canada, in holding the Portland 
canal, retains Wales and Pearse islands, 
which overlook Port Simpson, the pro- 
posed terminus of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. It would be inconvenient to have 
lost these islands, but as they were clear- 
ly marked on Vancouver’s map as being 
in Canada, it is difficult to see how 
this could have been done. As the goy- 
ernment has no official information, none 
ministers will speak upon the 
subject for publication. North of Port 
Simpson Canada will#Mave no harbor or 
no outlet on the Pacific coast from the 
Yukon gold fields. 

In the house of commons this evening, 
Mr. Gourley. member for Colchester, Nova 
Scotia, whose speeches in the house have 
gained for him considerable notoriety, 
took occasion to refer to the decigion in 
the Alaskan boundary case. 

He said: 

‘sf the news is correct that we heard 
in the corridors, and I hope it is not, all 
that the United States has got to do is 
to make a claim for Canada, and they 
will get it by boastfulness ang dishonest 
efforts. If it is true, we might as well 
throw away our national agpirations. 
The last two generations of Englishmen 
were degenerates and cowards. They 
have had no leader since Pitt died. Thank 
God, Chamberlain is galvanizing them 
and putting new blood into them.” 

Mr. Rogg. of Victoria, protested against 
speaking about Englishmen in this way, 
and Mr. Gourley retorted that they went 
around with blinderg on, unfit to drive 
sheep across the country. 


British Columbia Wanted More. 
Victoria, B. C., October i7.—Pending 


the receipt of ful details regarding the 
decision of the Alaskan boundary com- 
missioners in London, British Columbia 
has suspended judgment and beyond ex- 
pressions of keen disappointment at the 
decision which concedes everything to 
the United States, with the exception of 
Portland canal, officials will say little on 
the matter. 

The people of British Columbla expect- 
ed to receive much more at the hands of 
the commissioners, but as one of tHe of- 
ficlals of the British Columbia govern- 
ment said this morning: 

If the people of the province fing that 
the case has been decided on its merits, 
and on its merits alone, they will accept 
the decision frankly; but ff, as has been 
the case In other arbitrations where this 
province hag been affected, and notably 
the pelagic sealing arbftration, the de- 
cision has been reached ag a diplomatic 
arrangement between Great Britain and 
the United States, it will cauge extreme 
irritation in Canada, whose people are 
becoming tired of being garlanded with 
flowers and sacrificed to make diplomatic 
arrangements between Great Britain and 
the United States, British Columbia ex- 
pected much more and cannot seé on 
what grounds the decision was given 
against them.,”’ 


Goldwin Smith on Decision. 

Toronto, October 17.—Professor Gold- 
win Smith, commenting on the Alaska 
decision today said: 

“IT cannot pretend to ariticize the de- 
cision. No doubt the investigation was 
thorough and the judgment impartial. 
But in these cases of delimination, 
where the framers of the original treaty 
or arrangement, whatever it was, knew 
little about the territory, the data must 
always be unsatisfactory. If the British 
government has not gotten for Cana- 
da all to which she was entitled, it has 
got for her more than she could have got 
for herself. To go Into war with the Uni- 
ted States for any cause on this side of 
the Atlantic, the people of Great Britain 
would never consent. No government 
which proposed to do it could live for 
twenty-four hours.”’ 

No Loss to Miners. 

Victoria, October 17.—The decision of 
the Alaskan boundary commission will 
not cause loss to the American miners 
who are operating on and at the head of 
Portland canal, Some days ago these 
miners relocated their properties and had 
them recorded in the Canadian m'ning re- 
corder’s office in this city.

TWO KINDS OF FINANCIERING. 


The Scheme of a Bank Clerk and 
That of the Bank Directors, 


(From The New York Sun.) 

“Tl saw a man on the street the other 
day who got away with one of the sim- 
plest bank frauds I ever heard of,’ said 
a bank inspector who was in New York 
last week on his regular tour of duty. 

“This man was employed in a bank in 
a city up state, It turned out when the 
bank closed its doors that it had been 
rum very joosely, but tyat had nothing 
in particular to do with this man’s opera- 
tions. He was a clerk in the bank and 
made up the quarterly interest account. 

“This was g@ sheet showing what was 
due each depositor for interest. It ger- 
erally san to three or four sheets, and the 
footing of each had to be carried to the 
top of the next one. Well, about thd 
third sheet the clerk would enter the 
footing properly, then let a drop of ink 
fall on the firg, column of figures. He 
would let it dry there, thus obscuring the 
footing ofthe sheet. 

“In carrying oyer to the next sheet 
the fovuting that was blotted he would 
add $1,000, so that the total of the report 
would show $1,W/) more chargeable to in- 
terest than actually was a charge against 
thé bank, He'd let this report go to the 
directors of the bank, with the idea that 
if the error was detected he would ac- 
count for it by the blot, saying that he 
made a natural mistake. When the sheet 
went through unquestigened he proceeded 
to got possession of the eLYW by opening 
an account in the name of a fictitious 
person and crediting this account with 
$1,000. The bank's accounts were thus 
forced to. balance. 

“Then by drawing checks on the ac- 
count of the fictitious depositor he weuld 
draw the money gut. When we nabbed 
him he made a confession. He had been 
stealing about $4,000 a year in this way. 
That was the bank,’’ continued the in- 
spector, ‘‘wuere, when the directors found 
the hole in the botjom, they fitted up a 
president’g office in magnificent style, 
went out and got’an ainbitious million 
aire, showed him the office, asked him 
if he wouldn't like to be president, and 
then sold him their stock at $150. He 
wasn’t in a month before the bank fail- 
ed."’

Manufacture of Milk Stone. 

In a recent pamphlet containing the 
United States consular reports, appears a 
letter from O. J. D. Hughes, consul gen- 
eral at Coburg, Germany, describing the 
manufacture of galalith. or milk, Stone 
from the casein of milk. He writes: 

At the hygienic milk supply exhibition, 
lately held at Hamburg, there were e¢x- 
hibitied a number of objects which seem- 
ingly had nothing whatsoever to do with 
hygienic milk supply. There were shown, 
nicely arranged in glass boxes, combs 
seemingly made of horn; cigar holders. 
with amber-colored mouthpieces; Knives 


| and forks, with handles similar in appear- 
| ance to ebony; ferrules for umbrellas and 


sticks, and balls, rings, chees figures, 


‘dominoes, etc.; also a small table with 
an inlaid marble slab, and finally a num-. 


her of thick slabs and staves with every 
imaginable variation of marble colors, but 
of considerably less weight than real mar- 
ble. These objects were made of galalith, 
Or milk stone, 

Skimmed milk, in spite of its many val- 
uable qualities, has so far been little 
used; it contains a considerable portion 
of nutritious matter—i. e., 1 liter @.% 
quarts) of skimmed milk is of about equal 
value to a quarter of a pound of meat. 
It is by far too little appreciated as a 
cheap food for the people, hence what the 
German peasant cannot sell to milk sugar 
factories or use for the manufacture of 
cheese is given to cattle and pigs as food. 
The principal albumenoid substance of 
skimmed milk, the casein, is the raw ma- 
terial out of which the new product gala- 
lith is manufactured. More than fifteen 
years ago the idea was originated to man- 
ufacture various articles like buttons, 
handles, ornamental plates and colored 
pencils out of casein. The inventor took 
out a patent for a manufacturing process, 
which is described as follows: 

Fresh casein, ordinary or dried curd, 
were dissolved in hot soap water; to this 
solution the required coloring ingredients 
and a metallic salt were added, and a 
firm substance consisting of casein and 
metallic soap was produced, which, by 
drying and pressing into molds, could be 
given any desired shape. The inventor's 
first aim was to make an insoluble union 
of casein by the addition of salts and 
acids. The substance thus obtained was 
dephlegmated and dried, and, finally, by 
the addition of formaldehyde, the gala- 
lith was obtained. To produce, for in- 
stance, a material similar to ebony, which 
could be used for handles of table knives, 
they proceeded as follows: Dissolved 
casein was given a dark color by the ad- 
dition of soot and, with the help of a 
metallic salt, “acetate of lead,’ a slate 
colored precipitate was obtained. This 
was mixed with water and the thin pap 
filled into a cloth stretched over a frame. 
The water becoming absorbed by the 
cloth, the pap contracted into a uniform, 
firm, and dark mass; this was placed in 
a solution of formaldehyde and, after 
being dried, a product resulted which in 
luster and color was equal to ebony. In 
this way a raw material is produced 
which the inventors have protected by 


,; numerous patents. 


An advantage of the new product as 
compared with celluloid is the fact that 
it does not ignite so easily and is entire- 
ly odorless. Trials have proved that even 
when kept for weeks in water it does not 
distend more than the best quality of 
buffalo horn; after One month it had not 
soaked in more than 2% per cent of water.

President Gompers Says Wapes 
Must Not Be Cut 


Even if Financial Depression Comes, 
Gompers Says Wages Must Not 
Be Reduced—Senator Pre- 
sides at Civic Federa- 
tion Meeting. 


Chicago, October !17.—A warning to 
capital against cutting wages, if finan- 
cial depression comes, by President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of La- 
bor, and a plea for harmony between em- 
ployers and toilers by Senator Hanna, 
were made at the closing session of the 
Wational Civic Federation conference to- 
day. Mr. had listened to the 
arguments of the representatives of cap- 
jtaj and labor who had come from va- 
of the -country to discuss 
questions that would aid in bringing 
them closer together. It was In [lgpiy 
to one of the speakers, the editor of a 
New York paper, who at the session the 
day before tv0k occasion to tell the em- 
ployers and employees in the event of 
6 possible financial reaction not to make 
unreasonable demands on the employers. 
Mr. Gompers spoke of the harm that 
would follow any attempt to lower 
wages. 

Successful arbitration, Mr. Gompers 
said, was impracticab.e unless the em- 
ployers are strong and workmen organ- 
(zed and prepared to defend the stand 
they may take. : 

He spoke against the ‘‘open shop” and 
compared the ‘“‘closed’’ shop to various 
organizations, societies and professions 
which he said bar persons objectionable 
to them. , 

Mr. Gompers took exception to the 
coupling of the term boycott and blud- 
geon as weapons of labor which were 
mentioned by a speaker yesterday. ‘It 
may sound,” he said, ‘‘very nicely as an 
{ijustration, but as a matter of fact, it 
does not exist. , 

“Boycott, yes; why of course we boy- 
cott, certainly. I take it that there are 
gome ladies and gentlemen in this hall 
today who would disavow that they ever 
boycotted, but they did all the same, and 
they do, socially, financially and in a 
business way, and in every other way 
that is right, proper and moral. We pro- 
pose to stand by our friends, help our 
friends in preference to those who have 
always raised their hands against us.” , 

Hanna Advises Conservatism. 

Senator Hanna advised conservatism in 
pf disputes between both sides and 
praised the element of labor Organiza- 
tions. The work of the federation is,

Newson Howard Assailed by 
Ed Foster, 


Macon Veterinary Surgeon in Crit- 
ical Condition as Result of Dam- 
age Done by Foster’s Brick. 
Extent of -njuries Not 
Yet Determined.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon Ga., October 17.—(Special.)—With 
the entire side of his face mashed in by 
an eight-pound brick, Dr. Newson O. 
Howard, a successful veterinary surgeon 
of Macon, was carried to his home to- 
night in an almost dying condition. , 

The brick which crushed the doctor's 
head was hurled by Ed Foster, a strong, 
-heaithy, stout young farmer, who lives 
some eight miies from the city. : 

Foster came to town this afternoon, 
and driving into Butler’s livery stable, 
asked that his horse be cared for, at the 
same time requesting that his pistol be 
laid aside. 

Between 6 and 7 o’clock Foster camé 
back for his rig. While the horse was 
being hitched, he began a search for his 
pistol, which had been moved. Foster 
lost his temper and quarreled with Dr. 
Howard. Just what passed between the 
two men is not known, but it ended with 
Foster snatching a whole brick from the 
sidewalk, which he hurried with all his 
strength at Howard's head. 

The missile struck the veterinary sur- 
geon. Foster sprang into his buggy and 
without waiting to see the result of the 
blow he had given plied his whip and 
dashed away. 

Howard was found to be insensible and 
was removed quickly to his home, 458 
Oak street, whither Dr. Sullivan was 
called. The physicians found Howard's 
head in extremely bad shape. It was so 
sensitive to the touch that nothing but 
washing to remove the blood could be 
done and that simple act gave the 
wounded man the greatest punishment 
imaginable. 

So far as the examination could be 
made Haword’s wounds are not consider- 
ed necessarily fatal. They are extremely 
dangerous and Dr. Sullivan is apprenen- 
sive. The bric® hit Howard squarely on 
the top of the forehead, half way between 
the eye and the ear. It crushed in the 
forehead, but Dr. Sullivan has some doubt 
as f6 whether the bones were crushed. 

The left eye, while closed as tight as @ 
drum, bulges ouf 530 strongly that it ap- 
pears to be trying to leap from the 
soctcet. while the ear is as tender and as 
shrinking from touch as the flesh of a 
babe. 

Howard is at tf{mes rational and as 
quickly in a comatose state, rendering his 
présent condition an enigma to his at- 
tending physician. 

Officers have been sent to the country 
for Foster and the men who went carried 
a small arsenal, as they are apprehensive 
of trouble when they reach the Foster 
home. Foster is a determined, fearless 
fellow and if he is a chip of the old block 
there may be a fight. 

His father is now doing time in the 
state penitentiary, having recently been 
sent up for fifteen years for bigamy.

Can Not Be Confined at

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DECISIONS OF 
APPEAL COURT 


Coca-Cola Company Suc- 
cessful with Its 
Claims, 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals yesterday handed down six impor- 


tant decisions. 

The Coco-Cola Company wins out in 
their fight with the revenue department 
of the United States. This case has at- 


tracted a great deal of @ttention over the 
city and the state on account of the 
local interest in the Coco-Colka Company. 
During the war with’ Spain a special 
tax was laid upon many articles. Inter- 
nal Revenue ‘Collector Rucker decided 
that the local company’s preparation was 
subject to the tax under this War rev- 
nue tax. The Coco-Cola Company paid 
the tax under protest and brought the 
matter before the United States circuit 
court, where they were sustained in their 
claims for the refunding of $29,000 paid 
by them in taxes. Rucker appealed to 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals and yesterday the following deci- 
sion was handed down: “As we find that 
the taxable character of coco-cola under 
the revenue act was settled adversely to 
the United StateS in the former adjudi- 
cation, duly pleaded on trial, the record 
here presents no reversible error and the 
judgment of the circult court is affirmed.” 


H. A. Rucker won out In the case of 
the Southern bank of the state of Geor- 
gia v. H. A. Rucker, collector. In this 
case the judgment of the circué court 
is affirmed. This case also came under 
the war revenue act. Rucker decided that 
the bank was liable to a tax on promis- 
sory notes and taxed them on such notes. 
In both courts Rucker was upheld. 


In the case of Asa N. Beach et al. Vv. 
the Macon Grocery Company et al, the 
decision of the lower court Was so re 
vised and amended that no part of the 
expenses of the receiver or the costs of 
the case should be paid by Asa Beach and 
Julia Dixon, 


The judgment of the circuit court was 
affirmed in the case of the Provident 
Savings Life ation v. the Exchange 
bank of The history of the case 


is brief. Mr. Bivins in 1894 took out 
a policy in the Provident Savings Life 
Assurance Society, signing at the Same 
time a statement that he did not indulge 
to excess in liquor. This policy was 
transferred to the bank of Macon and 
after Bivins’ death the insurance people 
claimed that Bivins had misrepresented 
facts when he signed the statement that 
he did not drink to excess. A large part 
of the decision of the judges of the court 
of appeals is taken up with a discussion 
of what constitutes using to excess. The 
court, however, decided adversely to the 
company. 


In the case of George Edwards V. the 
Southern Belle Teléphone and Telezraph 
Company the judgment of the lower court 
waa affirmed. Pdwards was employed 4s 
a lineman and climbed a pole which fell 
while he was still on it, injuring him. 
Both the circuit court and the court of 
appeals have now decided against him. 


The decision of the lower court in the 
case of the Equitable Loan and Security 
Company v. R. L. Moss & Co. et al. was 
revised. Some time ago the Quintette 
Manufacturing Company was adjudged 
pankrupt and T. G. Green was placed in 


: 


charge of the plant and the property of 
the company by the order of the court. 
He was unable to get a purchaser who 
would purchase the property in part or 
in whole at a fafr price. On this account 
the court holds that the petitioner is en- 
titled to relief and the trustee is directed 
to release and not to try to retain pos- 
session of the mortgaged property.

SOUTHERN RATES 
T0 BE ADUSTED 


Conference at Louisville Enos 
in Tenlatve Agreament 


Another Meeting Will Be Held in 
Atlanta Before the End of 
October, at Which All 
Southeastern Roads Will 
Be Represented. 


Representatives of fhe transcontinental 
railways and the southeastern lines wil 
meet in Atlanta before the end of this 
month to continue their deliberations in 
the matter of rates to the west from this 
territory. They have been in session at 
Louisville for a week, but all features 
of the question were not fully settled. 
Some of the roads in the southeast were 
not a party to thé meeting, and an ef- 
fort will be made at the Atlanta gather- 
ing to induce all of them to come in and 
make whatever agreement is reached a 
general one. 

The rates from the southeast to the 
west have been the subject of much 
trouble for the past few months, and 
every effort is being made to get them 
back where they were before the disa- 
greement, or to improve on the old un- 
derstanding. At present shipments are 
being made by a combination of local 
rates through the Ohio river. This is 
inconvenient and more expensive than a 
through rate, and the roads at interest 
will probably arrange for through rates 
at the meeting here. The foliowing dis 
patch tells the result of the conference 
held at Louisville last week: 

‘Louisville, Ky., October 17.—After 
having been in session for a week, rate 
men representing all the transcontinental 
lines, and part of the southern and south- 
eastern roads, reached a conditional 
agreement concerning transatlantic busi- 
ness originating at southeastern points. 
The problem with which the rate men 
had to deal with was this: 

‘About six months ago the transconti- 
nental lines quit making a combination, 
one bil] rate on freight originating at 
southeastern points and traveling west by 
way of New Orleans. Mianufacturers 
in North Carolina, for instance, were 
compelled to take a local rate to New 
Orleags, where the consignment was re- 
billed to its destination west of the Miss- 
issippi. The local rate plus the rate from 
New Orleans on to destination proved 99 
be almost prohibitive to southeastern 
as the combination one- 
bill rate owas still maintained on 
freight that passed through the St. Louis 
and Chicago gateways and applied to 
freight originating near Louisville and 
points north of that city. The conflict 
of interests between the local and trans- 
continental lines operating by St. Louis 
and Chicago and those operating by New 
Orleans proved a difficult proposition, es- 
pecially as it was claimed by some of 
the northern local roads that the New 
Orleans one-bill rate cut into their busi- 
ness. Under an agreement made thir- 
teen years ago, the one-bill rates by 
way of New Orleans, St. Louis and Chi- 
cago were made as nearly uniform as pos- 
sible. 

“None of the parties interested would 
announce the basis of the agreement, but 
it was learned that‘a new uniform one- 
bill rate governing freight by wav of 
New Orleans, Chicago and St, Louls gate- 
ways had been decided on. It was fur- 
ther learned that the new rate as far 
as southeastern business is concerned: will 
be less than the present two-bill rate, 
but higher than the old one-bill rate. The 
amount of the advance could not he 
learned. 

“Another meeting will be held at At- 
lanta before the end of October, at which 
it is expected that the remaining south- 
ern roads not represented at Louisville 
meating will agree to the new rate. 
Pending that time, southeastern. ship- 
ments by way of New Orleans will be 
billed ait the present rates.’’

ENGLAND’S NEWSPAPER HOARD | 


Enormous Mass of Files That the | 
British Museum Will Store. 
(Fiom The Londen Daily Chronicle.) 
His majesty’s cffice of works is just 
beginning, at Hendon, to raise a house 
in which tons of ne wsrpaver files now at 
the British museum will eventualiy be 
depesited. There is a whole newsnaper 
land in the museum—a land from which 
& file of almcst any modern English pa- 
per can be dug out. Space gets more val- 
uable at Bloomsbury, and this building 
is necessary at Hendon for the storege uf 
“newspapers and other printed matter’ 

rarely required for use. 

That is the definition 
parliamentary siatute 
the purpeses cf the ilendon an- 
nex. It also requires that the 
“newspapers end printed matter so re- 
moved’ shall be made available on due 
notice being given at the museum. In 
other words, the newspapers at Hendon 
will be brought to London for reference 
wher they are needed. Needless to say 
the files that are constantly being needed 
will not go there at all. Under the copy- 
right act copies of newspapers and pe- 
riodicals, as of books, must he sent to the 
British museum. The newspaper moun- 
tain which this las produced con, in 
the trite phrase, better be imagined than 
described, because much of it is buried 
away in the basements of the museum. 
The figures as to the sets of newspapers 
and fortnightly and monthly publica- 
ticns received there, sre, however, suf- 
ficiently eloquent, 

In 1900 the number of such sets contrib- 
uted by London was 1,226; by provincial 
England, Wales, and the Channel islands, 
1.6644; by Scotland, 288, and by Ireland, 
222. These figures show a total of 3,400 
sets, representing 220,369 single numbers 
of papers and kindred publications. The 
number of sets in 1890 was 2,472, and the 
Single numbers cf papers 170,8388-—a strik- 
irg increase on the ten years. However, 
tl-ere has been a slight drop. For 1901 the 
scts numbered 3,170, and the single num- 
bers 208,582. Lest year the number cf sets 
v.a8 3,222, comprising 199,067 single num- 
bers. It is worth noting that of these 
sets rather more than a third were pub- 
lished in London and the suburbs. When 
colctial and fcreign newspapers are added 
it will be seen what a harvest tluws to 
the museuin. Every twelve months it lit- 
erally gathers into its now well-filled 
vastness huge loads of printed paper. 
Yet so carefully kept are the files that 
they can readily be consulted, even when 
they are purely local papers. The general 
reader does not want them, but it is in- 
teretting to icarn that perh:ps they are 
most frequently needed fof their reports 
of law cases. 

The treasures of newspaper history, in 
which the British museum is so rich, will, 
it goes without saying, abide where they 
are. Nobody is likely to be consulting 
The Mercurius Gallobelgicus of 1858, in 
the sense in which files are usually con- 
sulted. That copy of the forerunner of 
newspapers, @s it is regar@nod, stands by 
itself, strange curiosity. So does the spu- 
rious English Mercurie of about the same 
period and The Weckly Newes of fully

When the operator wishes to ascefid he 
drops the back edge, Which causes a 
resistance to the air, tending to raise 
the ship, and when he wishes to descend 
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AN AIRSHIP THAT MAY DO BUSINESS Af ST. LOUIS. 
Barton, the English aeronaut, who has just completed the vessel, believes that he will be able 
eventually to do away with the balloon, and make his craft a true airship. 
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he simply throws his lever the other way 
and the aeroplane tilts up again like a 
Venetian blind, so that the rushing cur- 
rent of air forces the ship downward. 
[fo prevent the eraft from tilting as the 
aeroplanes change their position, the doc- 
tor has placed a 50-gallon tank at each 
end of the car, The tanks are connected 
by a pipe running through a pump so 
that water may be forced from one tank 
to the other to trim or ballast the car. 

The propellors, of which there is a pair 
On each side of the frame work, carry six 
blades each and will be driven by motors 
having a combined force of 150-horse 
power. 

Once in the air the doctor will depend 
upon the great rudder at the stern to 
keep the vessel to her course.

The urbane manager explained that the 
goods of the Bond street store were of 
the finest quality because their pigs had 
the daintiest upbringing—all kinds of ex- 
travagances in style and diet—hence the 
high price of the meat. But the buyer 
drily remarked that the cheaper wares 
from an ordinary every-day store tasted 
just as good, and that unless Bond street 
prices could De reduced the king’s cus- 
tom would go to the most democratic 
emporium, The shopkeeper wouldn't 
come down, and as a result the King 15 
saving a considerable amount of money. 


Sardines Help Pave the Streets. 

There is Biblical authority for DBSelief 
that the streets in a better land are 
paved with gold, but those of Bermond- 
sey, a progressive London parish, are par- 
tially paved with sardines, canned salmon 
and tomatoes. Before long, too, Ber- 
mondsey @xpects to have . pavements 
largely composed of plums! 

It should be added that these various 
comestibles are used by Bermondsey for 
the purpose of pavement making only 
when they are unfit to be eaten. Thus 
the vast quantity of plums which are 
being transformed into cobbles were con- 
demned by the sanitary inspectors us 
impossible for human consumption. They 
now are “refuse’’ and in Bermondsey 
all refuse is turned into payement, which 
is used by the parish for its own Streets. 
No matter what may be the nature of 
any refuse it is carted away to the par- 
ish’s great “‘dust destructors,” and there 
burned. The result is “slag,’’ which, af- 
ter it has cooled, is ground by 4 ma- 
chine into a powder which is mixed with 
cement and then flattened into paving 
stones in a hydraulic press. Of course, 
for the most part ordinary refuse only 
is fed to the “‘destructors,”” but when the 
inspectors condemn a lot of sardines, 
canned salmon or any sort of foodstuff, 
the quality of the next lot of pavement 
is enhanced thereby, 

Bermondsey’s recent acquisition of 
plums for its pavement industry came as 
a positive windfall. Owing to some mis- 
calculation 50 tons of German fruit 
was not marketed in London until it was 
past the eating stage, and it was prompt- 
ly seized by the authorities and sent off 
to be burned, Of course, frult, unless 
mixed in small quantities with some dry 
substance, would extinguish the fires in 
the “destroyers,” so the plums went In 
with other rubbish and came out ready 
to improve the parish streets. 

By the way, Bermondsey's refuse has 
produced such a quantity of paving ma- 
terial that the parish is unable to use it 
all, and is now disposing of the surplus 
to other London districts at 2 cents a 
pound.

ON SAVANNAH 


Government Geological Sur- 
vey Has Party Making 
Investigations.

Savannah, Ga., October !7.—(Special.)— 
The division of hydrography of the Unit- 
ed States geological suryey has had a 
party of engineers investigating the pow- 
er possibilities of the Sayannah river. A 
number of advantageous power sites have 
been located. Among the number are the 
following: 

At Little River 
stream has a fall of 4% feet a mile, 
power can be easily deyeloped, and a 
high rock bluff on the right hand bank 
affords ample protection fcr, a power 
house, and Scott creek would serve as 
a short taij race. The river is about 
2,000 feet wide at this point, very shal- 
low and swift, and apparently has a good 
rock bed-the entire width. There is a 
narrow strip of bottom land abvuve the 
dam site on the other side. 

A number of good dam sites were 
found on Long shoals, one about a half 
mile above Kilkrcease ferry.

A rock 
ledge runs across the river and gives 
a fall of 2 feet in every 100, an@ a solid 
cliff, which runs down almost to 
the edge of the water, affords an excel- 
lent abutment, and will furnish rock in 
abundance for constructing the dam.

FAMOUS ENGLISH WALKERS. 


Remarkable Achievement of a Wo- 
man 84 Years Old. 
(From The Strand Magazine.) 

The present interest in lehe distance walking, 
first aroused by the stock exchange’s little 
jaunt to Brighton, is but another Instance of 
history repeating itself. Barely a century 
ago the feats of Captain Barclay and others 
attracted sufficient attention to send the town 
almost mad with excitement. 

Even royaly itself has been numbered among 
the exponents pedestrianism, and that 
much-abused monarch, Charles II, is certainly 
entiled to respect as a fine specimen of an all- 
round sporteman. Apart from enjoying per- 
haps the unique distinctlon among English 
sovereigns of riding his own horses to victory 
at Newmarket, Charles was also noted for gis 
walking powers, and it has been stated that 
none could excel him in hia favorite walk 
fromn Whitehall to Hampton Court. 

The earliest long-distance walker whose per- 
formances were authenticated appears to have 
been Foster Powel!, a limb of the law with a 
penchant for walking from London to York 
and back. His first journey was made in 
1773, when he covered the distance of 394 
miles in six days, with nearly six hours to 
spare. 

At the close of 1808 Captain Barclay fairly 
electrified the whole country by undertaking 
for a wage of 1,000 guineas to walk 1,000 
miles in §,000 consecutive hours, a mile in 
every hour, such a performance being then 
quite unprecedented. The match was much 
discussed, a start being made over Newmarket 
Heath on June |, 1809, lasting until July 12, 
or nearly forty-two days in all. No. perform- 
ance was ever better authenticated, and so 
thoroughly did the judges perform their task 
fhat the state of the weather was recorded and 
an eoablrate diary written up each day setting 
forth the pedestrian’s condition. As nearly 
every one knows, Captain Barclay proved suc- 
cessful in his lengthy undertaking. This in- 
teresting diary, however, discloses the fact 
that he not only came within an ace of losing 
the match, but it was only by exercising the 
most determined courage that he succeeded tn 
overcoming the painful exhaustion resulting 
from the loss of regular sleep for such a 
lengthy period. Hits weight at starting was 
substantial, being 13 stone 4 pounds, while at 
the finish, after taking a bath and nourish- 
ment and sleeping almost continuously for 
seventeen hours, he was able to turn the scale 
at {tf stone. The pedestrian’s bill of fare 
during this walk wae ho less gigantic than the 
task accomplished. 

Breakfast at 5 consisted of such trifles as a 
roast fowl. washed down with a pint of strong 
ale. and followed by two cups of tea, with 
bread and butter. After what appears a very 
lengthy interval, lunch followed at 12, either 
from beeksteaks or mutton chops, of which 
latter commodity his chronicler guardedly re- 
marks that ‘the captain ate a considerable 
quantity. Dinner at 6 consisted either of roast 
heef or more chops, with which he drank 
porter and two or three glasses of wine, and 
to wind up the day as he commenced, supper 
at 1! consisted of a cold fowl, the pedestrian 
having, we are told, consumed five or six 
pounds of animal food during the twenty-four 
hours, garnished with such vegetables as were 
in season. 

After 1817 the craze for long-distance walk- 
ing seems almost to have died out, only to 
appear again a quarter of a century ago: a}- 
though in the interval two members of the fair 
cex were credited with equaling Captain Bar-

New Kinds of Vegetables. 
(From The Saturday Evening Post.) 
The department of agriculture is mak- 

ing experiments with many new vegeta- 
Lles which are expected to prove useful 
in this country, if the people can be per- 
suaded to grow them. Its explorers are 
fetching them from various parts of the 
world, especially from Mexico, which is 
known to possess many food plants that 
would be of much value if introduced into 
the United States. 

Among the available Mexican vegeta- 
bles are yarious, kinds of peppers and 
several species of tomatoes which are 
unknown to us. For example, there is 
the “husk tor.ato,’’ which is about the 
size of a horse chestnut, and is contained 
in a sort of detachable rind that is remov- 
ed when the fruit is ripe, as a prelimi- 
nary to cooking it. It is not good raw, 
but is said to be excellent when stewed 
or fried. The Mexicans preserve it as a 
sweet pickle. 

Then there is a brand-new kind of cu- 
cumber, which is quite an oddity in its 
way, inasmuch as it explodes with a loud 
report when ripe, throwing its red seeds 
to a distance. Its chief use is as a medi- 
cine, but the vine on which it grows is so 
handsome as to be desirable for gardens.

une, the Methodists have “landed’’ more 
men in gubernatorial chairs in this coun- 
try during the past few years than any 
ether denomination, there being no less 
than cight states with Methodist govern- 
ors at the present time. This list leads 


off with Governor “Dick” Yates; of Si- 
nois, and closes up with Governor Say- 
ers, of Texas, all of the eight being repub- 
lican except Sayers and Governor Dock- 
ery, of MisSouri. The Prebyterians come 
next with a score of seven governors to 
their credit, two democrats and five re- 
publicans, this number including Gov- 
ernor Odell. The Baptists come in third 
with six executives, all democrats, which 
would indicate that water and the demo-_ 
cratic party are better friends than some 
have been led to suppose. But perhaps a 
better explanation would be found in the 
fact that all the states with Baptist gov- 
ernors are in the extreme south. The 
Quakers are credited with one governor, 
John Hunn, of Delaware, the Episcopa- 
lians with four, and the Unitarians with 
one. Twelve governors are entered in the 
list as men with no professed church con- 
nections. 


Intemperance Cause of Cancer. 
(From Leslie's Weekly. 

An inquiry by Dr. Alfred Wolff into the 
mysterious cause of cancer has yielded 
an unexpected conclusion which promises 
temperance advocates a new and power- 
ful argument. Takimg the widest possible 
survey of cancer areas throughout Hu- 
rope and in the United States, Dr. Wolff 
discovers that all the districts of high 
cancer mortality are districts in which 
beer or cider is largely drunk. Bavaria, 
for instance, heads the list in Germany, 
and Salsburg in Austria—both great beer 
drinking provinces. In France the statis- 
tics are still more striking. There is the 
most marked contrast between the high 
cancer mortality in beer drinking depart- 
metns and the low death rate from cancer 
elsewhere. The increase in cancer in 
England during recent years, Dr. Wolff 
thinks, has probably direct relation to 
the increased consumption of beer. What 
it is in beer that conveys cancer infec- 
tion is not clear; that is a matter for 
further investigation. Another conclusion 
to which ali the figureS point is that 
cancer is most common in thickly wood- 
ej districts abounding in water. Dr. 
Wolff's researches show the strongest 
evidence that cancer is contagious and 
that habits and environment have much 
more to do with the disease than race or 
heredity.

If advertising were merely the spend- 
ing of money in magazine, newspaper, 
street car or outdoor space the prepara- 
tion of advertising ‘“‘copy’’ would be an 
easy matter. But it is not. Real adver- 
tising is the influencing of human minds 
and actions. Advertising will produce 
active.desire where none or, at licast, 
only that of a latent kind existed before. 
Advertising utilizes the powerful mental 
forces that psychologists call suggestion 
and turns them into commercial value. 

The many complex conditions that en- 
ter into the planning and preparation of 
advertising ‘‘eopy’’ cannot be discussed 
here, however, the purpose of this arti- 
cle being to give some information about 
the particular methods employed in the 
preparation of ‘“‘copy’’ by the Massen- 
gale Advertising Agency. 

Before a line of advertising copy 1s 
written or a skétch penciled, a thorough 
and careful study of the article to be ad- 
vertised must be entered into. The ar- 
ticle itself, where and how is pro- 
duced, where and with what class of 
people it is likely to meet with largest 
success, its intrinsic value, its scason- 
ableness and the competitors It has al- 
ready in the field or is likely to have— 
all these things must be considered, 
weighed carefully before a plan for its 
proper and profitable advertising can be 
mapped out. 

These things being settled 
actual preparation of the 
matter begins. The artists are called 
upon for pencil sketches of border or 
display designs and illustrations. From 
among the sketches those that meet the 
mutual approval of the advertiser and 
the agency are finished in ink er wash 
drawings, or, perhaps, in colored ‘»aint- 
ings. 

The advertisement writers meanwhile 
are evolving terse cafch-lines and logical 
arguments to combine with _the artists’ 
designs, the first to secure notice, the 
latter to insure results, for, advertising 
does not consist merely in attracting at- 
tention, but in selling goods, and the 
advertisement that does not influence 
even the favorable consideration of the 
article it presents is a failure. 

When the drawings are completed, sent 
to the engraver and cuts made, the mat- 
ter prepared is set up by a good printer 
under the personal direction of the ail 
writer, proofs are submitted the adver- 
tiser for his final approval and eclectrn- 
types of* the advertisements, complete 
are made 
for each of the publications in which the 
advertising is to appear. 

All this detail work must 
through with every series of advertise- 
ments prepared, for the Massengale 
policy admits of none but the very best 
service in every department and much 
of the success of the Massengalie Agency 
mav be attributed to the care and thor- 
oughness with which even the smallest 
details of the business are attended 

Several of Atlanta's best artists are 
employed by the Massenzale Agency, 
each one being given work in the line 
and of the character that suits his tal- 
ents best.

ARE CHECKED 


The man who is not 
with the work of an agency 
probably sees no extraordinary labor 
attached to looking over newspapers or 
magazines and making a blue mark 
around certain advertisements, but when 
the facts are known it is apparent that 
this part of agency detail is not so easy 
as if may appear. 

Out of the thousands of contracts, smal] 
and large, that are on file In the Offices 
of the Massengale Advertising Agency, 
scarce.y two of them are alike in num- 
ber of insertions, dates of insertions or 
papers with which they are made. The 
different advertisers vary in their pretf- 
erence for “position” and this adds an- 
other to the long list of the checking 
clerks’ woes. Some advertisements 
must appear daily, others every other 
day, some three times a week, some 
twice a week. Even certain days have 
more value for certain advertisements 
than other days and contracts reading 
“Mondays and Thursdays” or “Wednes- 
days and Fridays’ and various other 
combinations of days all must be given 
individual and particular attention, 

A large room is devoted to the check- 
ing files and nearly every newspaper 
and periodica] published in the United 
States and Canada is to be found here 
in its proper pigeon hole, 

The bookKeeping system in use by the 
Massengale Agency was made and in- 
Stal.ed by the Baker-Vawter Company 
of Chicago and covers every detail of 
charges to advertis- 
ers and credits to publishers. When a 
contract is sent out a duplicate copy 
attached to a loose leaf blank with 
spaces for checking each insertion of 
every advertisement ordered is sent to 
the checking room. This blank Is in- 
serted in its proper place among the 
leaves of an alphabetically arranged 
binder and posted daily with complete 
information relating to the advertising 
which it represents. : 

At the end of each month these check-

| Ing records are transferred in condensed 


form to the ledger accounts, compared 
with the publishers’ statements, verified 
by rechecking and approved by the chief 
hookkeeper. So thorough is this system 
of accounting that errors are rarely made 
and not even the slightest variation from 
contract instructions remains unde- 
tected. 

The work of checking and bookkeep- 
ing employs the services of experienced 
men, for the details of the advertising 
business must be mastered to a great ex- 
tent by every clerk or his work is doubly 
hard and often misapplied. The Mas- 
sengale Agency is particularly fortun- 
até in having in these departments clerks 
possessed of extraordinafy ability who 
have been trained and directed by a 
thoroughly competent accountant. 

The system of filing correspondence is 
another feature that appeals to the bus- 
iness man who appreciates time and la- 
bor saving and any letter relating to any 
subject can be found almost instantly. 

There are indexéd card systems of 
prospective advertisers; systematically 
arranged information regarding rumored 
changes and new ventures in the adver- 
tising fleld and an extensive filing sys- 
tem for rate cards and publishers’ state- 
ments. These latter, however, are treated 
of in another portion of this article. 
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THE SECRETARY’S DUTIES 
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Mr. Barnwell S. Dunlap, the secretary 
and treasurer of the Massengale Adver- 
tising Agency, supervises the office man- 
agement and passes on all questions of 
credits and the general business policy 
of the institution. 

He is a man of marked ability, thor- 
oughly experienced in general cOmmercial 
lines and in full sympathy with the 
progressive spirit of the times, No de- 
tal! of the advertising business escapes 
his attention and study and the admir- 
able manner in which the office work is 
conducted speaks eloquently of his man- 
agerial ability.

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ESTIMATES. 
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The rate cards and detailed circulation 
statements of nearly every publication in 
‘the United States and Canada are on 
‘file in the offices of the Massengale agen- 
gy, and, by a system of indexed card 
files, are arranged so as to be easily 
and quickly accessible. 

Beside the general rates, there is on 
file detailed information of all special 
rates, discounts, etc., and a complete 
record of every contract offered or ac- 
cepted by any publisher at any time on 

class of business. 
~ Pheee files are revised monthly and 
kept up to date, any additional infor- 
mation received during the past month 
being pronyptly entered in its proper 
place. 

Preparing an estimaite on a large con- 
tract often requires several days’ work on 
the part of the rate clerks, as each paper 
for which the advertising is planned 
probably Has different rates, different 
discounts for “time” and “space,” dif- 
ferent additional charges for certain po- 


sition and various inequalities that de- 
mand careful calculation. 

When the estimate is finished and veri- 
fied, it must meet the approval of the 
president, or, in his absence, of the sec- 
retary, before it is submitted to the ad- 
vertiser. Often, after days of hard work 
in planning and preparing an estimate, 
the advertiser decides to postpone the 
closing of contract, or, perhaps, concludes 
not to advertise at all, and thé agency 
work goes for nothing. But it is cheer- 
fully given, and not a murmur of coffe 
plaint is heard, for # is a part of the 
agency’s business to furnish estimates, 
plans and professional advig to pros- 
pective advertisers without charge “for 
the good of the order.” 

The work of calculating rates on a 
large advertising contract is worthy of 
and demands the very best thought and 
genius of an expert mathematician, and 
many of the estimates sent out freogn, the 
Massengale agency are works of art from 
the accountant’s viewpoint. 
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THE FILES AND CHECKING ROOM. 
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Jaughter of Chief “Iron Talk” Determines to Pay Debts Contraeted by Him---Sold for $25,000 to Jim Gp

DAUGHTER'S unselfish love for 

a parent has been proven by the 

strangest of all strange transac- 

tions that could possibly take 
place in civilized America. 


The other day, in a Kiowa village in In- 
dian Territory, an educated and unusually 
attractive girl of Indian birth offered herself 
at auction to the highest bidder, thus gain- 
ing, by the only means which her loyalty 
and affection could devise, money to cancel 
a debt of honor which her father had died 
without paying. “Singing Swan” is the 
girl’s name, and the sum for which she bar- 


tered her liberty was $25,000. 

The Kioma reservation is located in the 
southwestern part of the Territory, adjacent 
to the Comanches. These Indians draw 
their supplies at Fort Sile. They were 
amongst the last of the wild tribes to set- 
tle on a reservation. Many of them are yet 
little more than ‘‘blanket Indians,’ though 
some of them, like ‘“‘Harry Edge’ and 
“Lone Wolf,’’ are partially educated. Sey- 
eral have grown rich by trading in stock 
and leasing lands. 

“Singing Swan’’ has always been devoted 
to the interests of her people, and they have 
in turn regarded her with affection and re- 
spect. Her blameless character and sin- 
cerity of purpose have won the esteem of 
all the white frontiersmen, and many an 
opportunity has been hers to gay “‘yes” to 
an admirer, for there are few men among 
the settlers along the frontier who object 
to Indian blood in a wife.

Dr. Massey was graduated in medicine 
from the University of Georgia in 1|850, 
and was a surgeon in confederate hos- 
pitalg the latter part of the war. After 
the war he was for five years a surgeon in 
charge of the United States Marine hos- 
pital for sick and disabled soldiers for 
five years. 

There are two notable acts in the life 
of Dr. Massey that he never tires of tell- 
ing about. One was the protection of the 
Georgia state library from the vandalism 
of Sherman's army and the other was 
the authorship of the bill providing for 
the inspection of kerosene oil in Georgia.

But it is only relatively 
rood—and this is the point for the Fill- 
pino. 

Give a dollar the benefit of the doubt 
and hold onto it. It may be dangerous 
to let go of it. Many a poor boy has be- 
come famous by carelessly letting go of 
that which he supposed was bad money. 
How much better off he would have been 
had he kept it! 

And in general, when in doubt, keep 
the momeyv. That is a cardinal principle 
of finance no jess important than that of 
pursuit. Hustling is admirable, but the 
process of accretion is sure. Fortify 
vour hustling abilities with the attributes 
of a human savings bank—retention and 
accumulation. To the .young Filipino 
no better advice can be given than this: 
get and keep. 


These principles, closely followed, wiil | 


be found helpful to the young Filipino. 
To be sure these are but a few of the 
principles which enter into the modern 
philosophy of finance; but the Filipino, 
having only recently been introduced to 
the American dollar, should be taught 
step by step, given such wisdom from 
time to time as he can assimilate. To 
cram the whole of the system down hiin 
at once would doubtless produce indiges- 
tion, not to say revulsion. 


South Carolina’s Vagrants. 
(From The Columbia State.) 

In its recent presentment fhe Green- 
ville county grand jury expresses its 
belief ‘‘that some improvement could be 
made or the present vagrant law of this 
state,’’ and recommends to 
ville delegation ‘‘the passage 
along the lines embraced in an act re- 
cently passed by the legislature of the 
state of Georgia, and even better, if it 
can be made so.’ The grand jury de- 
clares that it “considers the vagrant class 
a great menace to the peace, good order 
and well being of the community at 
large.”’ 

There can be no possible doubt of the 
soundness of this opinion. It is the idle, 
loafing element that develops the vicious 
and criminal individuals who fill our jails 
and keep our courts congested with busi- 
ness. The steady, hard working citizen 
has not the time, if he had the tnclina- 
tion, to engage in drunken rows, nightly 
debauches, and to shoot and kill. Con- 
stant employment is a most effectual 
moral agency. MKesponsibility brings so- 
berness. 

It is surprising that the first official 
complaint concerning the prevalence of 
vagrancy in South Carolina should come 
from the Piedmont section, where hun- 
dreds of cotton mills are clustered, afford- 
ing the amplest opportunities for employ- 
ment in the towns, while the farms are 
badly in need of labor by reason of the 
fact that so many ane have gone tv 
the factories. 5

Average Man Not Considered. 
(From the Jacksonville Times-Union.) 
Stand for an hour in any American leg- 

islative hal] and you are more than apt 
to hear long discussions of “‘the rights” 
of labor and capital. These have rights, 
undoubtedly, but they also. receive fa- 
vors, and every favor so given is at the 
expense Of the average man, of whose 
rights we hear nothing in this connec- 
tion—of favors to him legislation Knows 
nothing. 

The average man is vastly in the ma- 
jority, and he constantly throws his vote 
for labor or for capital. Why does he 
never think of demanding a place for 
himself? Capital must be ‘protected’ 
that it may pay high wages to labor, but 
the increased cost of both is laid upon 
the consumer, the average man, because 
he has no compensation for high prices 
paid others. In the city he is the Amer- 
ican without a home, for he has been 
driven by these same high prices into a 
flat; in the country he makes a living and 
nothing more. He cannot take part in 
our intellectual growth, because libraries 
are not for him, his children have short- 
er terms and inferior schools. 

The average man could outvote all 
others if he chose and take his “rights” 
instead of giving them to others. The 
farmer knows he labors and _ therefore 
thinks he is a laboring man, but he is 
not in legislation, because he has no or- 
ganization. 

We have about 30,000,000 people ‘“‘en- 
gaged in gainful occupations.’’ The labor 
unions take account of only 3,000,000, 
and the capitalists or those who live on 
investments cannot number more than 
300,000. Of agriculturists alone we have 
10,500,000, who certainly receive no ben- 
efit from ‘favors’ accorded to labor or 
eapital except in the most incidental and 
indirect fashion. 

Add the professional laborers, in the 
technical sense accepted by the untons, to 
the capitalists and we deduce the aston- 
ishing fact that all our legislation is pre- 
pared with special reference to the needs 
and wishes of fewer than four millions of 
our population. Or, by taking the ca}- 
culation that each of these has a family 
of five. we see that our civil and politi- 


tion of eighty millions, although our gov- 
ernment ig controlled by the majority!

HOW HERRINGS 
ARE MARKETED 


Headquarters of the Fishing 
. Fleet---Some Fluctu- 
tuating Fortunes. 


The Edinburgh Scotsman: Far out from 
the mainland, where the waters of the 
Minch and Atlantic mingle, lies the is- 
land of Barra, where the herring industry 
is vigorously prosecuted each year dur- 
ing the months of May and June. The 
beautiful bay, known as Castle bay, on 
a rocky islet of which the ancient, though 
long-ruined castle of the M’'Neills still 
stands, forms the headquarters of the 
fishing fleet during the season. Herring 
caugght around Basra and cured on the 
island ars known as “‘Castle Bay” herring 
The Barra herring industry is of com- 
paratively recent orlgin. Little more than 
half a century ago the quality of the 
Barra ‘‘matje,’’ or maiden, herring first 
attracted attention, and annually since 
that discovery its pursult has been prose- 
cuted with amazing perseverance, and 
at very considerable cost. 

The fortune of the industry during these 
years has undergone many fluctuations— 
sinking at times to the verge of extinc- 
tion, and rising again to something like 
piping days of prosperity. Of late, after 
a spell of the worst, there has been a 
favorable turn, and the season Which has 
just closed takes rank among the best. 
The Barra matje’s claim to the premier 
place against all comers among British 
herring has hitherto been ungrudgingly 
conceded, and rests both upon its size and 
flavor. 

The theory among experts is that the 
sandy banks lying from twenty to fifty 
miles west and east of Barra, and form- 
ing the favorite feeding haunts of the 
herring shoals, provide the fish with food 
imparting this delicate flavor. Among 
such banks, especially those lying west- 
northwest of Castle bay, the aboals seem 
to find more congenial quarters than else- 
where. There the herring attain more 
rapidly to maturity and greater weight. 

When in prime condition the matje 1s 
olly and readily absorbs the pickle in 
which it is cured, tingling it with a rich 
amber color, pecullar to the matje pickle, 
and due, it is said, to its fatty and full- 
fleshed condition. Some idea of the im- 
portance of the industry, and the heavy 
cost involved In {ts prosecution, may be 
obtained by the following figures, which 
are approximately correct: At the heignt 
of the season just closed the full strength 
of the fishing fleet numbered about 400 
boats. This, averaging the boats at £600 
apiece, with a drift of nets involving an 
additional cost of £160, brings the total 
aggregate value of the Castle bay fleet 
fully equipped to a formidable figure, 
falling not far short of £250,00% Then, ir 
it be explained that a cran, containing, 
say, from 1,w0 to 1,200 herrings, costing 
the curer at the high prices prevailing 
this season, from 1d to 11-2d per herring, 
is retailed in the best restaurants in 
Berlin, St. Petersburg and elsewnere st 
ls or 1s 6d, and the total catch of the 
season be some 15,000 crans, the full value 
of this rich harvest of our northern seas 
will be seen to work out to startling 
proportions.. But a formidable rival, it is 
said, has been found on the northwest of 
ireland, but whether the new rival will 
oust the Castle bay matje from foreign 
favor rémains to be seen. 

The method of shooting and hauling. the 
nets is not without interest. The crew of 
seven men work in pairs, with the 
seventh steering. The nets are shot tu- 
ward evening, and stretch for almost a 
mile behind the vessel. The “‘Iie-to” ts 
generally devoted to a few hours’ sleep, 
and at an early hour the crew are again 
found at their tespective posts. Then the 
first strain of the hauling-in rope begins. 
This hour brings the psychological mo- 
ment, for it is fraught with the Issues of 
the laborious venture. That it is an !m- 
portant hour fn connection with the Cas- 
tle bay ‘‘matje’’ will be seen when it ts 
Stated that a single shot this season 
netted for the crew the handsome sum of 
£300. Still, the calling is beset by haz- 
ards, any or all of which may make 
their appearance in a single night. There 
may be sudden mists, or provoking spells 
of calm, or fierce tides running inshore 
and apt to entangle the nets, or shoals of 
dogfish—that scourge of the Minch and 
plague of the fisherman's life—or once 
in a while the great sunfish may wrap 
his bulky frame in the delicate nets and 
rend in a few moments what it may take 
the combined skill of the crew hours to 
set right; or the whole drift of nets, full 
of valuable fish, may be lost by setting 
too close inshore. 


The Stage Cost Less Then. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

In these days of extravagant theatrical 
expenditure it is interesting to study the 
cost of performances given yenrs ago. An 
industrious dealer has found the record of 
some eighteenth century performances 
that are in marked contrast to the 
amounts spent today. 

A performance of Hamlet given in Sep- 
tember, 1735, in London, cost $300, and the 
expenses of the night were $85. The or- 
chestra cost $17.50, the advertisements in 
a newspaper $4, and for the service of the 
two soldiers who stood at either side of 
the proscenium arch to keep order the 
sum of $3.50 was paid. The candles that 
illuminated the theater cost $15. 

Sometimes in those economical days 
there were expenditures unknown now. 
When the prince and princess of Wales, 
for instance, attended a performance of 
“Jane Shore,” the manager was compelled 
to tip all the flunkies that came in the 
royal retinue, and the cost of that was 


Although some elaborate pantom!mes 
were produced in those days, the scene 
painters received small salaries. The best 
known of these, an Italian imported to 
London on account of his skill in con- 
structing scenery, was the highest paid 
of the secne painters. He was able to get 
only $25 a week. 

Some of the expenditures for costumes 
seemed extravagant to that ages, al- 
though the prices would be rather moder- 
ate now. Much emphasis was laid on the 
cost of a gown and cape made for a 
popular actor of the day for which $120 
was paid. A crown for ‘“‘King Lear,” on 
the other hand, cost only $1.75, while for 
$125 the costumes for all the dancers in 
the opera of “Diocletian” were obtained. 

In those days $700 was looked upon as 
uncommonly g00d house. Salaries 
were low, for the highest recorded is $80 
a week. That was much above the aver-

HE SAILED ON THE AMERICA. 


Capt. Hoffman, Survivor of the First 
of the Contests for Famous Cup. 
(From The New York World.) 
Among those who are attending the 
yacht races is old Captain Henry Hoff- 
man, the only survivor of the crew which 
sailed the American in 1851. Captain Hoff- 
man is a millionaire, but with his ac- 
cumulation of dollars his interest in af- 
fairs nautical has never ceased. The griz- 
zied veteran of the seas who, when a boy 


of 16, was a member of the crew of the 
old America, which won the cup which 
has since never been  “‘lifted,’’ takes a 
keen delight in the struggle waged off 
Sandy Hook. Although a mere boy when 
the America sailed out of British waters 
with the cup safely stowed away in her 
cabin. Captain Hoffman has a keen reco!- 
lection of the event of 1851. 

“It was a greaf race,” he said, “and I 
have wittessed the recurrence of e¢acna 
race since then in these waters. When I 
was 11 years of age I wasa sailor. It was 
natural with me, for my ancestors were 
sailors and loved the sea. At 15 I became 
a member of the crew of the old America, 
whose timbers I am trying to outlive. She 
sailed into British waters fifty-one years 
ago and when the race was over the 
America was first and the rest nowhere. 

“The art of shipbuilding has undergone 
decided and radical changes since the 
old America captured the cup. Today 
everything is sacrificed for speed. In the 
Reliance and the Shamrock we have the 
embodiment of the racing craft pure and 
simple. 

“The old America was fast, but she was 
useful and comfortable and only stripped 
and donred her racing gear when speed 
was required. Neither she nor any other 
vessel that then sailed possessed the speed 
of the Shamrock and Reliance of today. 
Advancement in the art of shipbuilding as 
concentrated in the building of swift, 
yachts has brought about the creation of 
marine wonders in steam and sail. 

“But my heart naturally goes back to 
the days of the American Clipper and the 
America, creations of American genius 
‘and manned by Americans.

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THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


AND THOMAS WATSON 


By William L. Scruggs. 


Editor The Constitution: In his com- 
munication of last Sunday Mr. Watson 
intimates that our discussion is likely ‘‘to 
lessen friendship and admiration on both 
Bides,’”’ If that is to be taken as an ex- 
parte confession of weakness and bad 
temper, it is unfortunate. I shal] have to 
accept it. But I dislike to believe him in- 
capable of conducting a controversy on 
a higher plane than that usually resorted 
to by little minds. [ dislike to believe 
that he is one of those—described by 
Macaulay—who thinks it unnecessary to 
give some better account of the way in 
Which he has arrived at an opinion than 
merely that it is wil] and pleasure to, 
hold it. I had supposed him capable of 
perceiving the. difference between asser- 
tion and demonstration; and that when 
&n objection is raised to some of his as- 
fertions, he could understand that it 
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ought to be met by something more con- 
vincing than a repetition of those asser- 
tions. Least of all did I think him in- 
capable of governing his temper, and 
that when the accuracy of one ef his his- 
torica] statements was courteously point- 
ed out, he would fly into a passion and 
sacrifice friendship on the altar of a con- 
Buming egotism. 
II. 

As stated in my last communication, 
the issue between Mr. Watson and my- 
self is purely historical; it is in no sense 
personal. He had asserted that the so- 
called holy alliance ‘‘determined to drive 
back the South American republics into 
the clutches of Spain.’ He asserted this 
without any qualification, and the legiti- 
mate inference wag that he meant all 
those republics—not a part of them only. 
I pointed Out (quite cqurteously, as I 
thought), that this was not “the whole 
truth;” that as a matter of fact, it was 
less than half the truth, and therefore, 
An inaccurate statement; that what the 
Holy alliance proposed was the conquest 
Of those republics with a view to the di- 
vision of the greater part of them among 
the allies themselves, and that only a 
smal] portion of them was to be restored 
to their Spanish allegiance. 

Mr, Watson virtually conceded this 
point in his first communication, and 
thus stood corrected. He now repents, 
and after much floundering about, iands 
upon his original proposition—never 
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once, however, deigning to give a reason | 
for it. He offered no new evaence in 
Support of his motion for a new trial, 
4nd until he does this the record will 
have to stand as it was. 

His second allegation was that the 
Jefferson letter of October 24, 1823, was 
“the first full and explicit setting forth 
Of the Monroe doctrine.” If I had been 
disposed to quibble I might have pointel 
Out that if that were so then the Jef- 
ferson letter of August 12, 1790, to which 
he refers. could not have been ‘“‘the first,”’ 
Since there can ve but one “‘first,”’ and, 
moreover. there was a period of thirty- 
three years between fhe dates of the two 
letters. 

Mr. Watson now complains that I paid 
né attention to the last named letter! 
He ought to be thankful that I did not; 
for there is not even a hint of the Mon- 
roe doctrine in it. In that letter Jeffer- 
S0n expressed apprefiension of a _ possi- 
ble change of neighbors on the frontiers 
of the St. Crofx and St. Marys. He 
thought such a change would be likely 
to disturb “the balance of power’’ on 
the North American continent, and that 
such a balance was as important to us 
@S was a like “‘balarnce’ in Europe. He

did not, therefore, want England to come 
into possession of those adjacent foreign 
provinces. He wanted them to remain 
as they were—the properties of France 
and Spain. There were, he said, ‘‘othner 
Spanish possessions’ on this hemisphere 
which ought to satisfy England's thirst 
for conquest—thus indicafing the Spanish 
colonies in South America. In other 
words, England could have a free hand 
in South America so long as she kept 
her hands off the foreign possessions on 
Our borders. I can well understand how 
such utterances might be cited to prove 
that Jefferson was at least indifferent, if 
not directly opposed, to, what afterwards 
became known as the Monroe doctrine; 
but it is astonishing that they should 
ever be cited to prove that he was ‘‘the 
first’’ to advocate fhat doctrine. 

With reference to the other letter—that 
of October 24,,1823—I have repeatedly 
shown that each of the three cardinal 
principles of the Monroe doctrine were 
fully set forth long before that letter 
was wrégtten, and, therefore, that its 
author could not have been “the firat’’ 
to proclaim them. I have shown that the 
first of the three was fully set forth in 
Washington's address of September 17, 
|1796—twenty-seven years before Jefferson 
wrote; and that the other two are legiti- 
mate deductions from it. I have shown 
that those other two were clearly, ex- 
plicitly and officially set forth through 
Mr, Adams, Monroe's secretary of state, 
nearly four moyths prior to the date of 
the Jefferson letter. I was, therefore, 
fully justified in saying that, ¢o9 far as ap- 
peared of record, Mr. Jefferson had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the genesis of 
the Monroe doctrine, and that what he 
wrate about it on October 24, 1823, was 
merely an echo of what Washington and 
Adams had previously proclaimed—the 
One publicly, the other through diplomat- 
ic channels.

Workers have proceeded by ridding the 
trees of all the dry rot, then disinfect- 
ing the exposed places with coal tar and 
filling them with California cement. The 
cement takes the place of the natural 
wood and enough is put into the cavity 
to bring it to the edge of the bark. 

This leaves a surface over which the 
bark grows in time, thus inclosing the 
cement. If the cement was filled to the 
brim of the bark the bark would be re- 
tarded in its growth and finally the tree 
would die. 

The treatment of the trees has dis- 
closed some strange things. Most curjous 
of these is an oak in which the letters 
“G. R.”” were cut years ago in the bark. 

This left the wood exposed to the 
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weather, which in time _ rotted 
though it was not apparent until 
Operators began work upon it. In a few 
more years the tree would have died.

Chemistry of Soils as Related to the 
Yield of Crops. 

The secretary of agriculture announces 
that the bureau of soils finished an ex- 
haustive investigation of the chemistry 
of soils as related to the yield of crops. 
The results indicate that practically all 
soils have sufficient available plant food 
for norma] crop vields, and that this 
supply is constantly maintained through 
natural agencies in the soilis dissolving 
the material of the soil grains. The dif- 
ference in yield is dependent upon the 
condition and kind of cultivation and 
rotation . of .crops, maintaining certain 
necessary physical conditions in the soil, 
under which ‘this plant f0Ood can be used 
by the crop. A bulletin has just gone to 


| press giving the details of the investiga- 
' tion, and discussing the influence of cli- 


mate, texture of soil, rotation, fertilizers 
and soil management upon the yield of 
crops. The work is based upon analyses 
by new and exceedingly sensitive meth- 
ods, by which the amount of plant food 
in the soil moisture itself, which is the 
great nutritive solution for the support 
of crops, has been determined, and not 
by digesting the soils in acids, which at- 
tack the inert mineral matter of the 
soils. 

While the conelusions appear to be in 
conflict with the opinions held fot so 
many years by agricultural chemists, 
they are in strict conformity with the 
experience of good farmers in all coun- 
tries, and with actual] facts which have 
long been established by agricultural 
chemists. The fertility of the soil is thos 
shown to be due to physical causes which 
control the supply of water and plant 
food which it contains, as the Soi) mQis- 
ture in all cases appears to be about the 
same in composition and concentration. 
The fertility is therefore controlled by a 
physical cause, and a chemical examina- 
tion of a soi] cannot be expected to in- 
dicate the yield of a crop. It is be:ieved 
that a simple physical method wili be 
devised for determining the relative féf- 
tility of soils.

It appears that an interesting work 
has been going on in Chicago for several 
years without the knowledge of the pub- 
lic in the excavation of a tunnel 14 miles 
long under the business district of the 
c:ty, says The Arrerican Architect. This 
tunnel is @ tusiness undertaking simply, 
ay.d is to contain a railway fur the trans- 
portation of freight among the great 
mercantile houses and between them and 
the freight stations of the forty-two rail- 
ways which ¢nter Chicago, besides fur- 
n'shing accommodation for telephone 
wires and pocsibly wires of other kinds. 
It is almost -ncredible that a tungel of 
this length, varying in width from 6 to 
13 feet and in height from 8 to 14 feet, 
could have been constructed under the 
mcet crowced part of a great city with- 
Out the knowledge even of the newspaper 
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vaicrs, by means of which freight pack- 
ages, brought by cars running on the 
tracks laid in the tunne!, are hoisted to 
the ware rooms. Although an under- 
ground freight railway of this kind 
scéms an expe. sive substitute for trucks 
and horses, it is quite possible that it 
may promote economy, as well as conve- 
rience, in handling and transferring mer- 
crandise. Every one must see that the 
maintenance cf a@ stable full: of horses, 
and wagons, and of a multitude of grooms 
and drivers, is an important item in the 
cost of carrying on busiress, especially 
when, as is often the case, the wagons 
e1e driven half the time empty or with 
only one small package In them; and a 
system by which goods arriving by rail 
ccvld be at once delivered at their desti- 
nation, with the minimum of Nandling, 
utile those. shipped could be billed 
through from the shipping clerk’s desk, 
woulda be of immense advartage to iner- 
chants, as well as to the public. 
Coffee as a Disinfectant. 

Experiments with roasted coffee prove 
that it is the most powerful means not 
only ef rendering animal and vegetable 
effiluvia harmless, but of actually de- 
stroying them, states American Queen. 
On one occasion,, meat in an advanced 
state of decomposition was instantly de- 
prived of its offensive odor when a pound 
of roasted coffee was placed near ft. 

In another instance, where sulphurated 
hydrogen and ammonia could be strongly 
detected, the odor was completeiy re- 
moved in half a minute with § three 
ounces of fresh roasted coffee, while other 
parts of the house were cleared of the 
simply by passing through the 
rooms with a roaster containing coffee. 

The best method for using coffee a. a 
disinfectant. is to dry the raw bean, pound 
it in a mortar, and then roast the powder 
on a moderately heated iron plate, until 
it is of a dark brown color. Then sprin- 
kle it in sinks or césspools or lay it on 
a plate in the room which you wish to 
disinfect. Coffee acid or coffee oi) acts 
more readily in yery smal! quantities. 


The Uses of Ammonia.

tlence: of the néed to do everything with 
a whirl and a clatter and a hurrah. 
What pertains to the physicial and ma- 
terial admits of vehemence; but things 
of that sort are of the moment. Work 
that lives by reason of its greatness 
represents work in the truest sense; but 
it has the repose of work thgt is com- 
plete. There is no sense of haste, or 
drive, or frenzied activity in the Par- 
thenon, in the cathedrals, in the essays of 
Emerson, in the Nibelung trilogy.

Chicago, October 16.—-(Speci# 
respondence)—The Illinois state board 
of arbitration, after several trying 
experiments, has decided that hereafter 
it will take no active part in settling 
diaputes between capital and labor, It 
has met the proverbial fate of the med- 
dier, or peacemaker, whichever one ypre- 
fers to call it. The employers say they 
will not be dictated to and the labor 
unions say they would rather fight it out. 
“arbitration is not what we want,’’ said 
John J. Fitzpatrick, of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor. ‘“‘We must win without 
arbitration.” This spirit prevails 
throughout the unions. In many of the 
recent disputes arbitrated by a com- 
mission, the unions have not secured 
what they expected. In some instances, 
they have refused to abide by the decision 
and the employers cite this as evidence 
that arbitration by an outside tribunal 
is practically a failure. If either side 
thinks it has been worsted in the deal, 
it will seek the earliest Opportunity to 
nullify the finding. So the Illinois board, 
that promised so well, is destined to be- 
come merely a figure head.

The application of Tattnall county for 
convicts to work on the public reads, in 
lieu of any share in the net hire of 
school purposes, has been 
The prison commission re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from the clerk 
of the Tattnall] county commissioners 
Stating that .in view of the large amount 
to be recelved from convict hire, and the 
expense the county would "be put to in 
working its own men, the commissioners 
had decided to withdraw Tattnall’'s ap- 
plication and let the county participate 
In the proceeds. Tattnall county was 
entitled to eighteen felony convicts under 
the apportionment made by the com- 
mission. 

While this is the only officia] announce- 
ment of the withdrawal by any county 
of its application for convicts for public 
road work, it is reported that several 
other counties which are entitled to a 
comparatively small number of men, will 
also elect to take the cash. In addition 
‘o the loss of a considerable amount of 
school money, the working of convicts 
by a county means the added expense of 
feeding, doctoring, housing and guarding 
the men so used, and this appears to 
have made some of the counties stop 
and consider. There are still thirty ap-

Hion. W. M. Toomer, of Ware county, 
who, together with Dr. W. B. Hamby.

representing G. 8S. Baxter & Co., of 
Fargo, was incorrect, although it is pos- 
sible an arrangement may be made with 
this firm whereby a part or all of these 
convicts will be worked at the Fargo 
camps. 

Dr. Hamby has been for some time 
general manager for Baxter & Company, 
while Mr. Toomer has been their géneral 
counsel. There was a thorough under- 
standing between them and this firm, Mr 
Toomer stated yesterday. 

“Baxter & Company knew just what 
we were going to bid and we also knew 
the amount of their bid,"’ Mr. Toomer 
said. ‘They did not believe the con- 
victs would bring the price they did, 
while we were satisfied they would go 
way up. That is the only difference 
AS a result they bid only $200 and®failed 
to get any men. 

“As yet we have made no arrangement 
with regard to the working of these 
convicts. It may be that some arrange- 
ment will be made to work them in the 
Baxter camps at Fargo, but as yet noth- 
ing has been done on that line. They 
will be worked, however, in lumber, 
crosstie and naval stores camps.”’

It is true that Commis- 
sioner Stockdell will in the near future 
tender his resignstion as the represen- 
tative of the second ward on the water 
board, but he will not stop representing 
his ward until he moves into the sixth 
ward. He will therefore attend the next 
meeting of the water board and this will 
necessitate the postponement of the elec- 
tion of his successor until the first meet- 
ing in November, whkth will be two 
weeks from tomorrow afternoon. 

The race between Mr. Welch and Mr. 
Ware has grown quite interesting. Both 
gentlemen are well known. Mr. Ware is 
of the Ware Furniture Company, and has 
many friends in Atlanta, although he has 
never before been in politics. Mr. Welch 
served his ward for three years as a mem- 
ber of the aldermanic board, and for a 
portion of that period he was an ex- 
officio member of the board of water 
commissioners. 

As it is very rarely the case that more 
than one nomination is made for a va- 
cancy to be filled by council the battle 
will be fought during the next two weeks, 
and one of the candidates will doubtless 
retire before the next session of council. 


Mayor Howell Has Returned. 

Mayor E. P. Howell returned to At- 
lanta yesterday after an absence of sev- 
eral days with the officers of the South- 
ern railway, who passed through this 
city last Thursday. The mayof was in- 
vited by President Samue] Spencer to 
join the party. He did so, going to An- 
niston, Birmingham and other places in 
Alabama where the Sotuhern has inter- 
ests. The entire party then started north 
again, going by way of Chattanooga and 
Cincinnati. 

Mayor Howell and J. 8. B. Thompson, 
general agent of the Southern railway, 
left the party yesterday at Chattanooga 
and returned to Atlanta, 

‘T was surpriseu,”’ declared Mayor 
Howell, who always has some interesting 
information when he returns from one 
of his trips, ‘“‘to find that the Florida 
movement has already commenced. The 
railroad men tell me that the travel is 
unprecedented for this seagon of the 
year. The conductor of the train that 
brought us from Chattanooga stated that 
twenty-nine tourists for Florida were on 
poard. The train just ahead of us, he 
gaid, had carried more than fifty persons 
who were going to Florida to spend the 
winter. Of course they go every winter, 
but this is the first time they have left 
the north so early in the season.” ' 


Counci] Will Meet Monday. 

The regular meeting of council will be 
held Monday efternoon. It is probable 
that there will be another interesting 
session, although it is not likely that it 
will be lengthy. 

It is believed that the police board mat- 
ter will come up again. Councilman Key 
is quoted as having said that he will 
again present for consideration his fa- 
mous ordinance which provides that 
members of the board of police commis- 
sioners be ineligible for reelection until 
three years after the expiration of their, 
terms of office. ' 

This is the same measure that was de- 
feated some time ago, although it was 
always thought Councilman Key would 
again offer it. The announcement, there- 
fore, that he is sald to have prepared it 
again for presentation will not be a 
surprise, although it will be of interest 
to those who are concerned in the police 
board situation. ' 

Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte has a meas- 
ure in contemplation that will probably 
cause some debate if it is presented. It 
provides for civil service in the police de- 
partment. This is of interest for the 
reason that the members of counci] have 
never voted for civil service upon its 
merits. They have several times de- 
feated civil service because it was attach- 
ed to various other ordinances. Members 
of counci] believe that an Ordinance 
which provides for civil service and noth- 
ing else will be adopted. 

From the street committee, of which 
Alderman Terry is chairman, will come 
during the session of tomorrow after- 
noon a resolution providing that the name 
of Smith street, in the second ward, be 
changed to Whitehall place. This meas- 
ure was opposed by Forrest Adair during 
the recent session gf the street commit- 
tee. He presented petitions from the 
members of the Atlanta bar and from 
real estate dealers asking that council 
refrain tn the future from changing the 
name of streets. 

Mr. Adair also presented to the street 
committee a statement showing that 225 
streets of Atlanta had at various times 
had from two to eight names. 

Mr. Adair and other real estate men are 
expected to attend the session of council 
tomorrow afternoon for the purpose of 
presenting arguments against the report 
of the street committee, which recom- 
mends that the name of Smith street be 
changed. 

The fire at the Grady hospital last Fri- 
day night will probably receive some at- 
tention during the meeting of tomorrow 
afternoon. lt may be that council will 
make an ad@itianal appropriation to the 
hospttal or will make temporary arrange- 
ments for the qre of those .:patients who 
were in the destroyed wards. 

Fi. Fas. Are Being Issued. 

The three members of the board of tax 
assessors and receivers, J. Ls Harrison, 
C. D, Meador and J. H. Ewing, and all 
the clerks in their department are now 
hard at work on the fi. fas. that must be 
opt against all who failed to pay city 
Paxes before October 12. 

; {t is of importance to place these fi. fas. 
in the hands of Marshal Riley as soon as 
possible for the reason that the sooner 
they are given him the greater is the 
amount he will collect before the end‘ of 
December. It is believed that the collec- 
tions by the marshal wil be greater this 
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year than ever before for the reason that 
the number of defaulters is much larger. 


Vew Dairy=uen Register. 

Only 812 ef the dairymen who sell milk 
to sensumers in Atlanta heeded the in- 
structions of the beard of health regard- 
ing the matter of registering at the office 
of the board ef heaith befere October 18. 

Before all permits were revoked there 
were 1,063 dairymen registered at the 
office of the: board of health. It was 
known, heweyer, that the number who 
sold milk in Atlanta was not so large 
by severa] hundred, but it ie also known 
that several hundred who do sell milk 
to Atlanta consumers have failed to reg- 
ister. 

Therefore those who did not register 
now. have no permits. The board of 
health during !ts session of October 2 re- 
voked all permits of milk dealers and in- 
structed them te secure new ones be- 
for October (/8. 

It is probable that several arrests 
will be made next week in the recorder’s 
court. This, it is beljeved, will have a 
salutary effect upon the remainder of the 
dairymen and impress upon them the fact 
that it lg necessary to secure permits if 


they attempt to dispose of milk to Atlanta | 


consumers. 

Dairy Inspector Buechler is at work. 
He has visited a large number of the 
dairies and is making what the board 
of health belleves to be improvements 
at a great many of them.

Something Better in Currency Reform 

That the country stands in need of 
such legislation as will give elasticity 
and stability to the currency of the 
people is an everywhere accepted fact. 
But che problem is easier stated than 
solved. Indeed, it is the one problem 
before which the statesmanship of the 
nation stands still, dumb and seeming- 
ly dismayed. 

The subterfuges that are now em- 
ployed, involving the cooperation of 
the national treasury in very doubtful 
schemes of participation, are only tem- 
porary makeshifts and do not appear 
to impart substantial relief or pro- 
tracted stability to currency stringen- 
cies and business requisitions. 

It is pointed out, in defense of the 
acts of the secretary of the treasury in 
going to the relief of Wall street with 
deposits of current surplus national 
funds in favored national banks, that 
as early as 1878 the United States 
courts held in effect that national 
bank depositories are part of the treas- 
ury itself, so far as their authority to 
hold public deposits is concerned. 

If that be true and no further legts- 
lation is needed to authorize Secretary 
Shaw to order the customs receipts 
into such depositories, as the internal 
revenues are now deposited, then such 
national depositories can be given the 
handling of almost the entire volume 
of government receipts and leave the 
treasury itself only the functions of a 
bookkeeping and securities deposit of- 
fice. In 1902 the combined receipts 
from those two sources were $526,324,- 
831 and the excess of receipts over ex- 
penditures was $55,133,973—which is 
the amount those banks might have 
had the use of during the year without 
interest.

mands it. But how this kiting of gov- 
ernment money belonging to the 
whole people between their treasury 
and t’ > favored banks is to benefit the 
whole  >2ople is one of those questions 
that it is probable the Creator never 
intended should be comprehended by 
common people. 

The policy is one fuil of pitfalls for 
the one man who zits as the people's 
representative at the door of the pub- 
lic treasury. Granting that he violates 
no law by these frequent relief excur 
sions into Wall street, is he not doing 
a wrong to the people at large by mak- 
ing their treasury the pawn-shop of 
the securities that are less valuable 
and convertible in the open markets 
of the country than either the nation’s 
bonds or the nation’s promises to pay? 

“Something better” ought to be 
found for the relief of our present lack 
of system, stability. and volume of 
currency. If the republicans refuse to 
deal with it at first hand, and refuse 
to cooperate with the democrats to es- 
tablish a right system by non-partisan 
legislation, then the democratic lead- 
ers in congress may well get together 
at the coming session, formulate a 
sound and scientific solvent for the sit- 
vation and challenge the republicans 
before the people next year to show 
why it should not be adopted.

Our old and _ greatly esteemed 
friend, Prince Henry of -Bourbon, 
editor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, and famed as a dogmatic, dramat- 
ic and epigrammatic free-lance against 
all grafters and social. gold-gorging 
geese, has stirred up an awful agi- 
tation among the Panama canal aggre- 
gation. In just so many superheated 
words he cnarges that the switch 
from the Nicaragua to the Panama 
canal route was a syndicated steal 

d tat tuere were “gray wolves” 
in the United States senate who got 
handsomely paid for joining in the 
game of addition, division and diver- 
sion. 

We do not pretend to know what 
Colonel] Watterson claims to know of 
the case, but we can say that if his 
theory is not true the Panama job 
could not have been better engineered 
if all he charges had been true. The 
situation produced and still extant 
is singularly equivalent to that which 
we have no doubt the French Pana- 
ma canal crowd would have liberally 
paid for. 

Likewise the actions of the Colom- 
bian congress have been just such as 
the transcontinental railway lobbies 
would have dictated if they could 
have purchased the verdict for cash 
on the nail. Such coincidences are 
not proofs of conspiracy and com- 
merce in legislation, but they sahil 
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out a malogorous effiuvia that. makes 
the wayfarer imagine that there is 
“something rotten.in Denmark,” or 
Washington, or Bogota.

Some days ago The Constitution 
suggested: that the democrats would 
do well to keynote their campaign 
next year with the commandment, 
“Thou shalt not steal.” There seemed 
to us a peculiar appropriateness about 
its iteration in the face of recent rev- 
elations of the republican record in 
administering the government. 

We are surprised and disappointed, 
in a measure, to find our valued con- 
témporary, The Washington Post, in 
disagreement with our proposal. The 
Post takes the broad grounds that 
“Thou shalt.not steal” would be an 
unconvincing and unconverting plank 
in the lpatform, because everybody be- 
lieves in the principle and least of all 
would the republicans contest it.

But admitting e]1 The Post says con- 
cernipg the oases at bar, we still in- 
sist that°*the commandment is an avail- 
able issue. with the republican systera 
of politics far and away beyond the 
specific. instances. of mail-bag fasten- 
ers and time-clock co.craet, or any 
other of the cheap criminal grafts of 
pending prosecutions. 

“Thou shalt not: steal” is a valid is- 
sue to make withthe republican tariff 
policy. To make it does not involve a 
wholesale -.attack upon a- protective 
policy wisely adjusted to conserve the 
actual interests of American manu- 
factures, labor and commerce. It does 
go, however, to the very root of the 
system of pounties embodied in the 
Dingley bill and reaped by uncounta- 
ble millions to those who have no 
valid claim or honest right to over- 
charge and thereby rob the American | 
people at large.

The wealth of the south, or, rather, the 
amazing increase of the wealth of that 
section since the reconstruction era, is a 
theme of Cheerful comment in the news- 
papers of all sections. We detect no note 
of envy in any quarter. The intelligence 
of each section recognizes the fact that 
prosperity in all sections is the ideal con- 
dition, and that adversity in any part of 
the country would be felt in all parts. 
Aside from and better than this selfish 
view there is a genuine kindliness of feel- 
ing that prompts universal gratification 
over the exceptionally happy change in 
conditions at the south. The statistics of 
the great change are worth repeating for 
their significance. In 1860 the census esti- 
mates of the total wealth of the southern 
states was a little more than $5,200,/90,- 
818, including the value of negroes held 
as property. In 1880, after the civil war, 
emancipation and reconstruction, it was 
$3,200,000,000 in round figures, or $2,000, - 
000,000 less than in 1860. It is now 
stated that the census returns of 1900, 
when fully tabulated, will place the 
south’s wealth at over $!/2,000,000,000! 
Looking at that magnificent showing, The 
Atlanta Constitution, a vigorous pro- 
moter of southern progress, exclaims: 

“What a tremendgus significance lies in 
those figures! During the last twenty 
years we have quadrupled our total 
wehith, and yet we are but at the begin- 
ning of the development of our re- 
sources.”’

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BEYOND REACH OF REPRE

“Do party platform declarations 
bind the party, or the people who 
once indorse them, forever after?”’ 

This is an important question in the 
moral ethics of politics in this country. 
and especially appeals to the righteous 
and statesmanlike sense republicans 
and democrats alike at this era of the 
national history. 
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Many repubMcans are asking for an 
anti-trust and free raw materials revision 
of the protective ftarifis made in fulfilment 
of republican platforms of the past. These 
republicans evidently believe that with 
changing conditions party policy not only 
could be, but should be changed in the 
Iréction of larger benefits to the people. 

Other republicans are challenging their 
party to change its avowed purposes and 
policy in the Philippines, declaring it un- 
American and violative of the fundamen- 
tal ideas ihat made the foundations of 
the party. 

A Demand on the Democracy. 

Also, and on the other hand, the re- 
pubiicah leaders have the way of as- 
serting the “eternal persistence’ of plat- 
form utterances—by the other party. For 
instance they are now, in their news- 
papers and on their platform, denounc- 
img the agitation of the legislative repeal 
or judicial testing of the validity of the 
fifteenth amendment, when discussed by 
any democrat, as a violation of the 
pledges of the democracy in 1876. In that 
year the democratic platform contained 
the following declaration: 

“We do here reaffirm * * our devotion 
to*the constitution of the United States 
with its amendments universally accepted 
as a final settlement of the controversy 
that engendered the civil war.’’ 

And now the republicans contend that 
every democrat is bound and estopped by 
that plank from everything otherwise as 
to those amendments, especially the fif- 
teenth, even should the United States su- 
preme court finally adjudge that it was 
never constitutionally passed by congress 
or ratified by the states. 

Who Is Forcing the Fight? 

The fact is that very few people south 
have the slightest notion that the United 
States supreme court will ever screw its 
justice 
Tassing upon the vita] issue of the vali- 
dity of the fifteenth amendment. It will 
forever side-step that question, if it is 
allowed to do so. 

But who is it that is farcing that issue 
to the front before the supreme court? 

The cases before that court that have 
caused all the present discussions of the 
amendmert were brought by or in be- 
half of negro republicans in the south 
seeking a decision that the amendment 
confers upon them the absolute right of 
suffrage, as a national right, in spite of 
any limitations put upon the electoral 
privileges of its citizens, and not based 
on race, color or previous condition of 
servitude. The case brought by Colonel 
Wise for the Virginia negroes and the 
Giles case from Alabama were of that 
sort. 

Twisting the Mule’s Tail. 

In the light of the decisions already 
rendered by the supreme court it is evi- 
dent that the negroes who are urging 
that court fo move definitely and finally 
construe the amendment in their favor 
are twisting a mule's tail.

'fn the matter of regulating suffrage. It 


is a bastard act and if too violently agi- 
tated may yet apply its heels where they 
will do the most good. And then the 
American negro will have his last ané@ 
greatest reason for “ ’spizin’ er mule!’’ 
The most unwholesome error that the 
negro harbors is that the “(fifteenth 
amendment sets up the color line in his 
behalf and that he is entitled to vote in 
any state and election purely on the 
ground that he is of lawful age and the 
inhabitant of a black skin! Until he is

The negro is a freeman now because in 
186! the southern people let their pas- 
sions outrun their prudence and political 
sagacity. 

The Amendment That Failed. 

The expiring congress of the Buchanan 
regime, March 2, (861, two days 
before the inauguration of Abraham Lin- 
ecln, adopted an amendment, to be known 
as “the thirteenth amendment” to the 
ecnstitution. It was certified to the sev- 
eral states and read as, follows: 

“Article 13, No amendment shall be 
made to the constitution which will au- 
thorize or give to congress the power to 
abolish or interfere within any state with 
the domestic institutiOng thereof, includ- 
ing that of persons held to labor or ser- 
vice by the laws of said state.” 

This article was acted upon in some 
of the states, but not by a majority of 
them, and I have not at hand the record 
of what state legislatures voted upon 
it or which ones voted to adopt it or to 
reject it. I only Know it was pending 
when the southern states began to sever 
their allegiance to the union. 

Could He Have Carried? 

In the presidential election of 1860 
Lincoln obtained the presidency by the 
electoral votes of fifteen states, in which 
he obtained republican majorities, two 
democratic states that gave him plural- 
ities and one that switched its vote from 
Douglas to Lincoln. 

Yet of the thirty-three states then 
composing the union, nineteen of them 
were democratic in their politics, leav- 
ing only fourteen states that could be 
called republican; in fact, two of these— 
Illinois and Indiana—changed from their

HARRIS VISITS

Health Officer Found Much 
Smallpox in That 
Section, 


Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the state 
board of health, has just returned from 
a trip through southern Georgia, where 
he went to investigate particularly the 
smallpox situation. 

“There is no doubt about smallpox ex- 
isting all over south and middle Georgia,”

section I have not investigated as yet. 

“There was scarcely a town I visited 
in middle and south Georgia where there 
are not one Or mOre cases of the disease. 
I found the dtsease prevalent even to a 
greater extent than I had anticipated. 
There are only two things that can be

done to stamp it out and prevent its 
spread—vaccination and quarantine. In 
most cases the local health authorities, I 
found, were prosecuting a vigorous cam- 
paign against the disease. Vaceination 
is being used in pragtically all of the 
infected localities, buf in many places 
there was no quarantine established. In 
several instances I arranged with the 
local health authorities to quarantine 
the cases and the houses in which they 
were confined, 

“The disease is not of a virulent type 
and there have been very few deaths, but 
there is no telling at what time it might 
become more severe. There should be 
no abatement of the active campaign 
against its spread.”’ 

Dr. Harris spent over two weeks in 


the southern part of the state investigat- — 


ing health conditions. He corrected the 
report published some time ago in an 
afternoon paper relative to the existence 
of typhoid fever at Thomasville. He 
made an investigation of conditions there 
and found no fever at all. 

Dr. Harris will be busy for some time 
now getting his laboratory in the Ddase- 
meant of the capitol In shape.

Labor Troubles, 


Wages To Be Cut Only as a Last Re- 
sort—Rockefellers Loaded Up 
with Stock Too Soon—Mor- 
gan’s Great Bank 
Account.

New York, October 17.—(Special.)—An 
Organized agreement now exists among 
the great railroad companies of the 
Inited States for the purpose of shaping 
the policy to be pursued in making re- 
trenchments and reducing forces of em- 
ployees, just as there was an understand- 
ing in regard to advancing wages during 
the last two years. ‘This statement Is 


made on the authority of a man identified 
with a leading corporation. While no 
formal association exists, because such @ 


hody would be contrary to the inter- 
state commerce law, there is a compact 
which is binding on al] of the members. 
Its primary object is to deal with the la- 
bor problem, so that employees of one 
reilroad cannot use another road as a 
club to bring the first named into sub- 
jection. If the men rebelled now they 
would find themselves running up against 
a stone wall. 

The word has gone forth on all large 
railroads that retrenchments are to bo 
made in certain lines where the com- 
panies can most easily reduce forces— 
such as car shops, repalr shops, malin- 
tenance of way department and improve- 
ment corps. By laying men off instead 
of reducing wages, those who remain can- 
not well find any fault, although, to be 
sure, some of them will have to do more 
work than they did before. The reduc- 
tion of forces will go on for some time, 
al! departments in turn being taken up. 
The results wil] be much the same as ll 
Wages were cut, for it matters little 
whether a railroad with a wage list of 
$1,000,000 lays off one-tenth of its men, 
reSulting in a reduction to $900,000 or 
makes a reduction of $100,000 in the 
wages of the men and allows all of them 
to remain. Perhaps less work will be 
done after the forces are reduced, but 
it is the poicy of all of the companics 
tu continue operations on just as large 
a@ scale as traffic warrants. 

James J. Hill's conference with the 
Pennsylvania railroad officials in Phila- 
delphia this week was primarily in regard 
to the labor problem and the policy ta 
be pursued in making retrenchments. Re- 
ductions in wages wil] be made later, if 
business conditions warrant it, but lead- 
ing railroad men would much prefer to 
keep up wages as long as possible. The 
policy of reducing wages will not general- 
ly be tried by the railroads until after 
industrial corporations have led the way 

Wall strect was much interested this 
week in a theory which has _ received 
wide currency, namely, that the Rockefel- 
lers began buying stocks a considerable 
time befpre they reached the present 
level and that the market has gone 
against them a number of points in such 
issues as United States Steel, Amalga- 
mated Copper and the Grangers. J. 
Pierpont Morgan was said to be all out 
of stocks and was watching things from 
the fence. Morgan is alleged to have 
been suspicious of the stock market at- 
titude of the Standard Oil people for a 
long time and he therefore began selling 
out last year, keeping it up ever since. 
If this assumption is correct he now has 
a jarger cash balance in bank than ever 
before in his life. Those who advancal 
the above theory say that the United 
States shipbuilding scandal upset the cal- 
culations of the Rockefellers; that they 
did not forsee these developments, but 
had laid al] their plans to lift the mar- 
ket before that incident occurred. Close 
observers. on the stock exchange find no 
difficulty in recognizing Standard OQil 
orders when they see them, and they 
report much buying from that source, 
but it is barely possible that large coun- 
ter sales were made through eecret chan- 
nelt. The course of United States Steel 
shares all the week gave no Sign of the 
aieged Rockfeller absorption, 


There was the steady liquidation of 
United States Stee! shares with no evi- 
dence of buying except to cover short 
contracts put out by the bears. The pub- 
lic was doing nothing to speak of in these 
issues, being afraid of them, because 
there seemed to be no leve] too low for 
them to sink to. Traders were making 
haphazard guesses that Steel common 
would go to 5 and the preferred to 50. 
The drop of the first mortgage United 
States Steel bonds, such as Carnegie 


S holds, to par, had a disquieting effect. 


These sold at 114 when the company was 
first organized and they had been regard- 
ed as the best possible industrial invest- 
ment. Wall street interpreted the selling 
as due to forced liquidation of the sort 
that has been witnessed at intervais since 
January |! 

Apropos of the sharp breaks in several 
gilt-edged issues, much freedom was tak- 


-en with the names of certain well-known 


individuals in this city, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg and Chicago. Some of these 
Wwere pretty near the truth, but for ob- 
vious reasons names must be omitted. A 


’ eapitalist identified with a well-known 
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power company, or formerly connected 
with it, was alleged to have been tied up 
with industrial securities and because of 
fnability to put up more cash the insti- 
tutions that loaned on them, according 
to the story, threw over some of them for 
what they would bring. They included 
different manufacturing stocks, which did 
not come in the category of the “‘invest- 
men shares, and which in consequence 
could not be solid except at material con- 
eessions. The reported transfer of a 
large block of Standard Oil stock at 400, 
although the market uprice is about 625, 
from a Philadelnhia man to one Of the 
Rockefeller contingent; also the ‘“‘gun- 
ning’ for a prominent New Yorker who 
had bought a large amount of Greene 
Copper stock at high prices last year, 


furnished material for a good deal of 


gossip. 
Greene Copper has been liberally adver- 


tised as a great copper producer, but the 
more talk heard about it the less resilient 
it has been in the curb market. Various 
Tinion Pacific, Southern Pacific and Colo- 
Tado Southern capitalists took an inter- 
est in Greene Copper stock. One of these 
men disposed of his holdings this week 
at a considerable loss, and the Standard 
Oil men, who have long had their eyes 
on this property, snapped the stock up 
around the bottom. At 14 the stock has 
a much cheaper look than at 32, where 
it was selling last year, but when it is 
considered that the par value of the 
shares is $10, not $100, 32 meant 320. At 

14 it is 140. 

The clever way in which stocks are 
Sometimes “‘rigged’” by foreign interests 
Was well illustrated this week. There

Dun’s Index Number of commodity 
prices, proportioned to consumption, was 
$97.378 on October |, against $98,541 a 
month previous. Compared with the cor- 
responding date last year the cost of liv- 
ing, based on wholesale prices and giv- 
ing each article its position of relative 
importance, has declined slightly over 3 
per cent, and from the top point of re- 
cent years, May |, 1902, the level of quo- 
tations has dropped about § per cent. It 
is no longer possible to dwell upon the 
extreme rise of 40 per cent in the cost of 
living, for a considerable reaction has 
appeared under the wholesome influence 
of more normal conditions. Since the 
short corn crop of two years ago there 
have been sufficient harvests to prevent 
scarcity of that [mportant cereal, and 
not only breadstuffs, but meats, reflect 
the return of a natural situation in this 
respect. As to cotton, also, the first 
month of the crop year brought a sharp 
reduction in the premium established by 
limited supplies and aggressive manipu- 
lation. 

One other factor that contributed large- 
ly to the more normal tendency of prices 
was the decline in iron and steel. This 
was due to a varieety of causes, chief 
among which may be mentioned thé lost 
structural work through strikes, and the 
collapse of securities. With the advanc- 
ing season there appeared the customary 
diminished supply of eggs and dairy 
products, which logically explains the 
slight net advance in that class of com- 
modities.

New York, October 17.—Yesterday’s 
sharp recovery in prices brought in @ 
lange number of buying orders this morn- 
ing and the stock market was active dur- 
ing the first hour.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, October 17.~—The New York 
Financier says: 


The notable feature of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was the unexpected loss 
Of $604,800 in cash. The estimates, 
which were based upon the traceable 
movements of money during the week, 
seemed almost unmistakably to indicate 
not only an increase of $1,418,400 in cash, 
‘but even a larger amount as the resulf 
of Friday’s subtreasury operations. 
While there might have been some slight 
error in the calculation of loss on the 
inter-bank movement, the reports upon 
which the gains in cash, through receipts 
of new gold, the payments for redeemed 
bonds and the subtreasury operations 
were computed, could scarcely fail to be 
accurate, and it was from these items 
that the net results were obtained. The 
discrepancy of $2,000,000 between the es- 
timated gain and the officia] loss cannot 
be accounted for on the theory of aver- 
ages. The ioans, as reported by the 
Siatement, decreased $4,356,000. This 
was probably the result of the liquida- 
tion in stocks early in the week and of 
subsequent contraction of bank loans as 
a consequence of the depression in the 
market for the greater part of the re- 
mainder of the week. The deposits were 
reduced $5,843,700, an amount $492,900 
in excess of the sum of the decrease in 
loans and of the loss of cash; hence the 
Statement failed to prove. The required 
reserve was reduced by $1,460,925, be- 
cause of the diminished deposits, and de- 
ducting from this sum the net loss of 
cash left, $856,125, as the gain in sur- 
plus reserve to $17,433,250. This is near- 
ly $12,000,000 greater than the surplus 
at the corresponding date last year. Com. 
puted upon the basis of deposits, less 
those of $37,237,900 of public funds, the 
surplus reserve js $26,742,385. The item 
Of circulation showed only a slight 
change, there being an increase of $8.400. 
Loans were in excess of deposits $16,- 
465,100. The daily average of clearings 
for the week was $186,000,000, against 
$187,000,000 in the previous week. Sat- 
urday’s clearings, reflecting Friday’s bus- 
iness, were a little higher than the aver- 
age, being $186,393,479. Comparisons of 
changes in loans show decreases by eiM*nt 
vega in gee item of $4,100,000 net.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October 17.—The stock mar- 
ket has been unsettled during the week 
by a number of disturbing factors and 
continuance of liquidation in spots. The 
trouble has centered in the industrials, as 
for some time, and the dividing line be- 
tween that class and the railroad stocks 
has grown distinct. This had led to 
some efforts on the part of professional 
operators to inaugurate an upward move- 
ment in the railroad list in the face of 
continued depression in industrials. But 
the attempt met with meager success be- 
yond the comparative steadiness of the 
shares of railr@@ds until the sharp rally 
on Friday. e disturbing influences 
have come from outside sources rather 
than from loca] quarters, and still have 
to do largely with security market con- 
siderations rather than general business 
and industrial factors. Thus the un- 
settlement on the Pittsburg exchange has 
been reflected on the New York exchange. 
The prospect of the passing of dividends 
on the Crucible Stee] preferred stock 
caused by the falling threugh of the in- 
tended purchase of the Clairton Stee! 
Company by the United States Steel cor- 
puration has thrown a burden of liqui- 
dation of more readily marketable stocks 
upon the New York market, especially 
of United States Steel stocks, which have 
figured conspicuously in the week's dis- 
turbance. Liquidation has come from 
Canadian sources and from Boston, of 
which the causes are clear from any 
public knowledge of facts. A group of 
Canadian speculative favorites were most 
affected by this selling, but the sympa- 
thetic effect on the general list was con- 
siderable and gave rise to persistent 


| Fumors of financial troubles. The Lon- 


don stock market has passed through & 
troublesome settlement during the week, 
which proved a severe strain and refiect- 
ed some influence upon the outside finan- 
cial world. At the same time the market 
has not been free from depressing in- 
fluences drawn from industrial develop- 
ments. The reduction in the dividend and 
the formidable decrease in net earnings 
of the United States Steel corporation 
has had a persisting influence. Official 
admissions of large reductions in working 
force by a number of the great systems 
have pointed to a general policy of re- 
trenchment in that part of the industrial 
world. The departure of an inspection 
party of United States Steel officials with 
the avowed purpose of seeking measures 
of economy of operation and reduction 
of working force, pointed to the same 
conclusion. The high rates paid for tem- 
porary loans by railroads within a year 
past show that many large projects were 
being carried forward of necessity owing 
to the stage to which they had already 
reached. But the present movement 
awakens the fear that their continuance 
is to be limited to these necessities and 
that curtailment is in view. This fear 
has had its clearest reflection in the 
weakness of stocks of railroad equipment 
companies and the close affiliation of 
these with the iron and steel trade has 
aggravated their weakness, Rumors of 
heavy cancellations of orders In various 
lines of railroad equipment haye played 
their part in the week’s operations in 
stocks. These prospects have directed 
attention to the labor, outlook, which is 
viewed with apprehension ih Wall street. 
The troubles in structural steel trade are 
attributed in a large degree to the tying 
up of building operations by strikes in 
New York and other large cities. The 
intended reduction of forces in the steel 
works indicate the reactionary effect of 
this cutting off of importang consump- 
tion. With the reduction of working 
forces on railroads, the economic problem 
of reduction of consumption growing out 
of stoppage of wages gains increasing 
weight in the consideration of the out- 
look. The sentimental effect of the 
United States Shipbuilding proceedings 
upon the stock market would be difficult 
to estimate. There is no difficulty for 
the wel] informed to make discriminating 
judgment among the many industrial se- 
curitdes in the market, and there is no 
disposition in such quarters to use the 
Shipbuilding instance other than 4@s an 
illustration of the abuses in the recent 
“trust formations.” 

It ig recognized that the Shipbuilding 
episode has focused public attention upon 
the typical abuses of recent promotion 
and underwriting to @ degree never before 
reached, and tbe financial world is in 
dread of the eftect of this public instruc- 
tion upon the demgnd of this class of 
securies, both present and futyre. Pros- 
pects for future promotiong are consid- 


ered of the poorest. The very unready 
market for this class of securities which 
has resulted from this state of mind 
makes them unacceptable as collateral for 
loans, and no small part ef the stock 
market in the week's business has been 
due to the throwing out of industrials 
trom collateral for loans and the gelling 
out of this collateral for what it would 
bring on the exchange. Railroad officials 
econtinue to speak in very sanguine terms 
of the present business and prospects 
of the roads under fheir charge. Statis- 
tics of earnings bear out these claims 
and continue to show average increases 
Over the corresponding periods of pre- 
vious years. Reports of freight blockades 
and of car shortage, owing to enormous 
demands of traffic, have been received 
from various parts of the middle and 
far west. Bank clearings the country 
over are well maintained. The past week 
has marked the passing of the period of 
danger to the corn crop and the ROvV- 
ernment’s statistics point to a Jarge crop 
Salely made. 

The foreign trade statement for Sep- 
tember reflects the late outward move- 
ment of corn and cotton, due to the 
lateness of the crops, but shows general 
exports well maintgined, while a decline 
from the recent high level of our im- 
ports brings the excess of export values 
up to Only about $5,000,000 less than in 
Septemler of last year. These consid- 
erations were only partly effectual tn off- 
Setting the welgbt on the side gf de- 
pression.

OF FIRE TERROR 


Trustees Meet but Fail To 
Acree on Damage, 


Committee of Three Appointed To 
Corfser with Insurance Compa- 
nies and Decide on Extent 
of the oss to the 
Buildings. 


The board of trustees of Grady hos- 
pital met in special called session at the 
hospital yesterday morning at !! o'clock 
and decided to rebuild the burned sec- 
tion of the institution at once, just as 
soon aS an adjustment can be had with 
the seyera] insurance companies with 
which the hospital] is insured. 


A committee of three was appointed | 


to take up the matter with the insur- 
ance companies and it is expected that 
a settlement will be effected within the 
next few days. The committee consists of 
Joseph Hirsch, the board 
Maddox 


president of 


of trustees, chairman; R. F. 
George Lowndes. 

The meeting of the trustees was called 
by President Hirsch early yesterday 
morning, The fire was discussed in a gen- 
eral way and the trustees made a per- 
sona] inspection of the burned buildings. 
The burned section was still filled with 
smoke and it is stated that on account 
of this it is as yet impossible to estimate 
the exact damage, as the extent of the 
conflagration could not be ascertained. 

President Hirsch furnished the follow- 
ing list of the companies in which the 
hospita!] is insured, and the amount car- 
ried by each: Westchester Fire Insurance 
Company, $5,000; Atlanta Home, $15,- 
000: Continental, $5,000; North British 
and Mercantile, $2,500; Phenix, $5,000; 
Insurance Company of North America, 
$2,500. A total amount of $35,000 was 
carried upon the buildings, and the loss 
by yesterday's blaze will be apportioned 
among the several companies Vy the ad- 
justers when the amount of damage to 
the institution shal] have been deter- 
mined by the arbitrators, 

No Injury to Patients. 

The different departments of the hos- 
pital were gotten in order quickly af- 
ter the fire yesterday morning and dur- 
ing the day were working as smoothly 
as possible under the circumstances. It 
was announced at the hospital that there 
were no further fatal results from the 
fire and that none of the patients. have 
so far shown any ill effects. De, FF: 
H. Brewster, the superintendent, reports 
that the patients are all in about as 
good condition now as they were before 
the fire. 

The bright light from the conflagration 
and the smoke filling the wards and 
corridors, together with the clanging of 
fire engine bells and the general glamour 
about the hospital, naturally consider- 
ably excited the patients and caused 
them alarm, but it was stated yester- 
day afternoon that these effects had 
about worn off. During the excitement 
several of the very sick patients In the 
white wards leaped from «heir 
but it is understood that none of 
patients attempted to leave the building. 
Some of the white patients were remov- 


a number were not taken from the wards 
at all. 

The quarters of the hospital employees 
are located on the second floor over the 
laundry, and the fire had gained 
siderable headway before they 
aroused. The employees were cut 
from escape by means of the 
and running out onto the roof of the en- 
gine room adjoining they leaped wildly 
to the ground, a distance of 
or 20 feet.

4:30 o'clock the woman showed signs 
of life and the pliysicians began to work 
with her. The physicians express no 
hope for her recovery. 
“he children's ward has been utilized 
as temporary quarters for the colored 
patients, both of the colored wards hav 
ing been affected by the fire.

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GILBERT WALKS 


Convicted of Robbing Cars 
Wins Freedom After Long 
Fight. 


Waycross, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
George F. Gilbert, through his attorney, 
paid over to Solicitor General John W. 
Bennett this morning the sum of $1,000 
and again breathes the air of freedom. 

Gilbert was convicted in Ware superior 
court last year of robbing freighj.cars 
on the old Plant system yards in this 
city and was sentenced to serve four 
years in the penitentiary. 

Motion for a new trial was made, 
which was refused. The case was then 
carried to the supreme court and the 
decision of the lower court was con- 
firmed. The supreme court was asked 
to rehear the case and this was also re- 
fused. At the appeal term of the covtrt, 
this year Gilbert’s attorneys made a mo- 
tion to set aside the verdict on the 
grounds of irregularities in the trial. The 
motion was denied and Gilbert was 
turned over to the sheriff and carried 
to Fargo to begin his term of four years. 
(A little over a month ago the prison 
commissioners were asked to interfere 
and fine Gilbert as for a misdemeanor, 
and the application was favorably acted 
upon by that body. 

His sentence was reduced to a fine of 
$1,000 or twelve months on the chain- 
gang. At the time it was thought that 
the fine would be paid immediately, as 
Gilbert is said to be worth between $25,- 
000 or $30,000, but for some reason the 
amount was not paid until today. 

Immediately upon fhe payment of the 
fine today Colonel Bennett wired the au- 
thorities at Fargo to reiease Gilbert, and 
he has probably gone to Birmingham, 
where his family has been residing for 
some time. 

\Shether Gilbert is entirely clear of his 
troubles with the rallroad company re- 
mains to be seen, ag two cases against 
him for the same offense on which he 
Was convicted are still pending in the 
courts.

Recovered Near New York

New York, October |7.—Tales: of treas- 
ure lost at sea do not generally have the 
happy ending of that just concluded 
through the work of divers and a dredge 
in Staten Island sound, off Sewaren, N. 
J. Silver and lead bullion worth $100,000 
has been recovered after lying at the 
bottom of the sound since September 27. 

The bullion came from the Mexican 
mines by way of Galveston on a Mallory 
line steamer and was on its way from 
the East river water front for the plant 
of the American Smelting and Refining 
Company, near Perth Amboy, N. J. 
There were 7,678 pigs of the metal on 
the deck of the barge Harold. In com- 
pany with thirteen light canal boats the 
treasure ship was taken in tow by a tug. 
It was the last boat in the line. Under 
& moon nearly full the night was brighter 
than many days. There was no wind. 
Peter Moore, captain of the barge, spent 
the evening chatting with the canaleers 
alongside as the tow dragged slowly 
across the upper bay and in the Kill 
Von Kull. The captain was not as com- 
fortable as might be, so when bedtime 
came he accepted an invitation to sleep 
aboard the canal boats. After all hands 
had turned in the barge rolled to star- 
board, under the weight of 400 tons of 
metal and dumped the whole mass ex- 
cept about 200 pigs into the water. She 
righted immediately and went along as 
peacefully as before. Some of the metal 
landed on the canal boat deck and Moore 
was awakened. He hailed the pilot of 
the tug, but had no megaphone and the 
pilot kept the squadron on the move. 
Moore failed to notice that a fortune had 
disappeared from his craft while he slept. 
The barge appeared to be moving all 
right, and he went back to his bunk. 
When the boats drew up in the morning 
at the pler in New Jersey there was a 
surprise awaiting the smelter officia}s, 
and every one was sworn to secrecy. 

Insurance companies were notified and 
preparations quickly made to search the 
bottom of the sound for the lost pigs. 
The waters in that portion of the bay are 
said to be infested with pirates who are 
considered dangerous men, and the fears 
were entertained that they might learn 
of the affair and locate the treasure. 
Launches were hurried to the place and 
finally, on October 15, search was re- 
warded by the sounding line giving a 
metallic answer to the tapping of the 
lead. 

Divers went down and found nearly an 
acre of bottom covered with_the bullion. 
A dredge immediately was put into com- 
mission and the work of recovery went 
on until nearly 83 per cent of the treas- 
ure had been brought up. The divers 
then went down again and gathered up 
what the dredge failed to reach,

Bv Monday afternoon it is hoped that 
everything will be ready for signature, 
though ihe actual marking of the line on 
the map which shall forever determine 
the respective territories will occupy 
some time. 

The majority of the commissioners left 
the foreign office hurriedly this afternoon 
in order to catch trains for week-end 
visits to the country, Nothing had oc- 
curred which would lead the few onlook- 
ers even to Suspicion that the dispute 
had reached its practical end.

Major Powell-Cotton, who is a member 
of the Northumberland Fusiliers, went off 
On this remarkable exploring trip on his 
OWA responsibility. He started from 
Mombasa, in Uganda, in February, 1902, 
and headed for the Upper Nile, being at- 
Companied as far as Lake Baringo, near 
Victoria Nyanza. a 2. <. the 
naturalist. Their caravan~ consisted of 
fifty men. including twenty armed na- 
tives. At Lake Baringo, however, Cobb 
turned back. taking half the natives with 
him, and Major Powell-Cotton set off 
on his ticklish march toward and through 
the region between the Upper Nile, Lake 
Rudolf and Lake Victoria—the heart of 
*quatorial east Africa—in which no white 
men previously has set foot. 

Time after time he had brushes with the 
natives, and more than once he expected 
to be “wiped out,” as he expresses it. 
The major, however, who, besides uncom-

is gradually letting a good many 
of its old customs lapse into what ex- 
President Cleveland called “innocuous 
desuetude,"" but the metropolis has not 
yet got up-to-date enough to begin elect- 
ing its lord mayors in a businesslike fash- 
lon. So, when Sir James Ritchie, who, in 
private life is a prosperous jute merchant, 
Was chosen as the city’s nominal chief 
the other day, the decidedly 
picturesque, highly absurd and extremely 
costly old ceremony by which lord may- 
ors were elected when Iinkmen and town- 
criers were public institutions was gone 
through with solemnly, and on November 
9 the brilliant but rather childish pro- 
cession of state coaches, ‘‘floats’’ and 
powdered and gold-laced retainers that 


' constitutes the famous lord mayor's show

Really, it is like a funny act out of 
a Gibbert and Sullivan opera, this pon- 
derous business of electing a lord mayor, 
And the most ridiculous part of it all 
is that the so-called ‘“‘election”’ isn't real- 
ly an election at all.

After this there are simply no end of 
other ceremonies to be gone through 
with, most of them even more pompous 
and stilted than that hastily described, 
but there is not space here to enumerate 
them. One, however, takes the form ofa 
visit to the house of lords en the part of 
the new mayor to receive the sovereign’s 
permission to his holding office—which 
never has beeg known to-erbe refused. .

OLD SLAVERY TYME KITCHEN-©

gAR the prosperous town of Union 
Nee in Greene county, on a high 
commandin the homestead 
of the late Rev. Vincent R. Thornton, In 
his day he ws and good man. 

No man in middie Georgia for at least a 
quarter of a © exerted a 
paneficent power over his people than did 
Mr, Thornton. Even after a lapse of 
sixty-five years, I have not forgotten 
some of the precious truths [ learned 
from him at old Sugar Creek Baptist 
church, in Morgan county. 

Powerful in words and precise in action. 
he strove to attain a life blameless 
before man, and Was ever ready to point 
an object lesson from every-day life AS 
might be expected he 
punctuality in all his appointments, and 
soon gave his congregation to Know that 
he fully expected as much of them. The 
members had been sOmewhat delinquent 
in properly attending services, and on one 
eccasion he announced that he would 
preach the next Sunday afternoon at 4 
o'clock; “punctual attendance expected.” 
The hour arrived, so did the preacher: 
but not the congregation in time to hear 
him Mr. Thornton went in, tightly closed 
the doors and held a short service to 
empty benches. ' pon conclusion he open- 
ed the door and found quite a crowd col- 
lected outside. They begged him to go 
back in and preach. He said: “No, Read 
the notice I am going to place on the 
door.”’ This they did, which read: ‘‘Came 
on time and preached to empty benches. 
Wil] preach again at this place next Sab- 
hath at 4 o'clock. Everybody most cor- 
Mially invited.’ 
ef course, the good people took the hint: 
and suffice it to say that not only on the 
next Sabbath, but as long arg he con- 
tinued pastor of Sugar Creek Baptist 
church, his congregation forever there- 
after met their beloved pastor punctually. 

Close Friend of Stephens. 

For many years he was the strong polit- 
leal friend of Hon. A. H. Stephens. They 
were all at this time old-time whigs. In 
many campaigns and on important polit- 
leal moves he was to afr. Stephens @ 
trusted adviser. Perronallv, Mr. Thorn 
ton abjured politics. He was often asked 
lo accept office, but always declined. He 
felt that his mission on earth consisted 
of a higher, nobler and more sacred call- 
Ing than to indulge in the vain pursuit of 
the empty honors incident to political 
strife. ‘ 

On one or more occasions after Mr. 
Stephens had left the old whig party, 
having discovered the defection from 
purity in the northern wing at the polit- 
ical hustings when Mr. Stephens had 
concluded a masterful] effort, Mr. Thorn- 
ton has been known to ask Mr. Stephens 
a few simple, pertinent questions in such 
Manner as to almost completely nonplus 
the great commoner, and counteract the 
Influence the speech would otherwise have 
exerted. Mr. Stephens for several years 
before Mr. Thornton's death feared the 
Influence of this former old political ally 
that of other men in his 
neighborhood. Mr. Thornton remained a 
whig as long as he lived. 

Looking for the Town. 

Good old Dr. Hillyer, in his ‘‘Remin- 
iscences of Georgia Baptists,” says of 
Mr. Thornton: “He @¢7as wild in his youth 
and full of fun, but not wicked or mali- 
cious.” Old Uncle Sammy Fielding, for 
many years postmaster in Salem, Clarke 
county, as long as he lived—-twenty-five 
or thirty years thereafter—used to tell an 
@musing incident connected with Mr. 
Thernton's boyhood. He and another 
brother at that time were students at 
Athens. And as they were coming home 
on the mai] coach—this was long before 
the time of railroads—hbefore getting into 
Salem, a mere cross roads with a post- 
office and a store, these boys got them 
some lightwood torches, lit them, and 
got on top of the coach. When they ar- 
rived at the postoffice they hailed every- 
body they saw, asking them “How far to 
Balem?” at the same time hoiding the 
torches up over their heads, peering 
around, as if looking for something in 
the dark, mying if they could find it 
they had come prepared to buy it for a 
retired country residence. Not being able 
to find it, they appeared to leave in dis- 
gust. 

For at least a whole generation after 
this amusing incident Salem supported

V. R. Thornton 
still stands after the lapse of seventy- 
five years, It is now the residence of 
his widow. The old Kitchen, which stands 
about 200 feet from the house, was erect- 
ed nearly a hundred years ago. The 
big chimney. which takes almost the 
entire end of the struciure, evidences 
its age, for it encloses one of the old- 
fashioned fireplaces, this one being 10 
feet wide. 

Brother a Fiddler. 

At the time the postmaster was telling 
this, Mr. Thornton was a prominent di- 
vine and the brother attending him had 
become proficient in fiddling. I well re- 
member myself that no bali or hop with- 
in twenty or thirty miles was considered 
recherche, unless ‘‘Unele Jimmy Thorn- 
ton” attended with his fiddle. 

Doubtless there may yet live in middle 
Georgia both gentlemen and ladies who 
can recal] with pleasant emotion the 
many occasions in youth they spént in 
“tripping the light fantastic toe’ to the 
strains of Uncle Jimmys fiddle. He 
fondly called it Betsy. 

The old tunes of “Billy in the Low 
Ground,” ‘*‘Fisher’s Horn Pipe,’ ‘‘Sugar 
in the Gourd,’’ ‘“‘Hop Light, Ladies; Your 
Cake’s All Dough,” ‘‘Never Mind the 
Weather if the Wind Don’t Blow,’ “Hog 
Eyes, Ladies, Hog Eyes,”’ inspired many 
a youthful swain to “hop light.”’

Prelate Returns Their Presents 
to Sister, 


“My Sisters Never Wore Hats and 
Never Will Wear Any,” Says 
the Pope, and Condemns 
Such an Invitation 
to Luxury. 


Rome, October !7.—The pope sent his 
confidential secretary to the mother su- 
perior of the cloister of the Sacred Heart, 
and demanded her to assemble al] the 
sisters in the great hall at once. Two 
hundred sisters responded within a short 
while, whereupon jhe pope's representa- 
tives mounted the platform and addressed 
them as follows: 

“In the name of 
Pius: 

“Mother Superior and Sisters—The holy. 
father has been much displeased to learn 
that some good-natured, but iil-advised 
members of this order have presented 
his sisters with a fashionable sort. of 
héadgear, 

“These presents have been returned 
and the pope commands that they be 
sold and the proceeds devoted to charity. 

“At the same time his holiness wants 
to impress upon the order, and upon 
others inclined to be friendly to himselt 
and relatives, that his sisters have never 
worn hats in their long lives and that 
they are too old to begin now.” 

“Further I am instructed to say that 
the fact that the holy father was elected 
supreme pontiff by the grace of God, 
has in no wise altered the social status 
of his sisters and relatives, who are plain 
people and propose to remain so. If the 
pope's sisters would suddenly appear with 
such new-fangled headgear, as presented 
to them by members of this order, the 
Romans might think they attempted to 
play the ‘grand dame’ and lady of fashion 
in their declining years. The pope as- 
sures you that nothing ts further from

The following letter in regard to Booker 
Washington explains itself: 

“Mr. W. T. Helm, Baltimore, Md.—Dear 
Cousin Wilbur: Cousin George Horne told 
me recently that you were interested in 
the history of Booker T. Washington and 
wanted him to write you anything he 
could find out about his birthplace and 
anything of interest connected With him. 
During the conversation I told Cousin 
George that I had seen the place on which 
Booker Washington was _ born. and he 
asked me to find out anything I could and 
write it to you. 


“My step-grandmother, Mrs. Lucinda K. 
Price, is adaughter of James and Eliza- 
beth Burroughs, the owners of a brown- 
ish-black negro woman named Jane and 
her three children, John, Booker and a 
girl named Amanda. 

“At the beginning of the civil war 
James Burroughs had been living for 


Lynchburg turnpike about 2 miles west of 
aleford postoffice, Franklin county, Vir- 
inia. In !860 the above named negro 
oman (Jane) was about 32 or 34 years 

pid, and had two boys (illegitimate) John, 

aged 9 years, and Booker, aged 5 years. 

The owners did not believe these boys 

had the same father, though both are 

supposed to have been white men. Three 
o> four years before the war began the 
megro woman (Jane) married a negro 
man named Washington Ferguson, who 
had been hired to some salt works at 

Kanawah, W. Va., then a part of Vir- 

ginia. From this marriage one child was 

born, the girl Amanda, mentioned above. 

“Just after the war closed Washington 
Ferguson moved to West Virginia with 
his wife and her children, where the girl 
“manda died when she was !8 or 20 
years old. 

“Jane was more clever and intelligent 
than the average colored girl of the 
tUme and was kept about the house on 
that account first as nurse and chamber- 
maid, and finally as cook, and thus her 
children were thrown with the white peo- 
ple more than the other little darkies on 
the place, Jane was a favorite with her 
mistress because she did well whatever 
She undertook. 

“On account of the relation between 
the servant and her masters the attention 
of the white family was called to the 
boys, John and. Booker, and it is a fact 
that they were above the ordinary col- 
ored boy in intelligence. The young ‘mis- 
tress’ took a great deal of pains with 

children and taught them to wait 
the house and dining room, and to be 
polite. My mother remembers the girl, 

Amanda, when very small, repeating a 
catechism lesson about the Hebrew chil- 
dren being thrown into the fiery furnace 
and John handing the bread around the 

table, while Booker pulled the stri of 

the noned fiy fan. ”

ginia, Booker would write et, 

Mrs. Laura Burroughs Holland, who is 

now living near Bedford City, Va., and to 

other members of the Burroughs family 
and since he has graduated at Hampton 
and made a reputation as an orator and 
president of Tuskegee institute, sends 
newspapers with notices of his travels 
and speeches to different members of the 
family.

The reconstruction meant to the negroes, 
in many instances, a change of name, 
each choosing any name he preferred.

Booker’s name he seized upon the first 
name of his stepfather, Washington Fer- 
guson, and has since used it as his sur-

T OT long sinte a book was published 
N in which the author told his readers 
how to get riches. He dedicated the 
work to a prominent financier, a multi- 
millionaire. The author was poor in 
worldly goods when he wrote the book 
and he is still. 

William Perry Brown, of New Orleans, 
La., to whom has recently been awarded 
the title of “Cotton King,” has written 
no work on how to -get rich, but he could, 
mr. Brown could point out to his audience 
the way in which to get money by the 
bale—the cotton bale—for that is the man- 
ner in which he has procured it for him- 
self and a smal] coterie of friends who 
formed a pool that sent prices of cotton 
skyward and made magnificent profits for 
the syndicate of southerners. Mr. Brown 
might dedicate any book he published to 
any one of those who participated with 
him in one of the very few successful en- 
deavors made to “corner” the white blos- 
som of commerce. 

That which must stand out for years 
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He Looks Like He Had Money. 
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to come as the ‘‘great New Orleans cot- 
ton coup” culminated on September 30. 
The profits or harvest that were reaped 
by those who were interested in engineer- 
tng it have been variously estimated any- 
where from $4,000,000 to $7,000,000, all 
of which was accumulated within less 
than twelve months. Cotton plants grow 
and flourish in the ashes of the records 
of men who have tried to manipulate 
“corners” in cotton and have failed. 


But William Perry Brown, who abhors 
the title of ‘Cotton King,’’ has no inten- 
tion of writing any work on how to ac- 
cumulate riches. Were he to do so, it is 
not difficult for one who has studied his 
operations during the last four months 
to opine that he would first advige the 
seeker for riches to adopt a well defined 
policy and follow it consistently from 
the beginning to the end, first adopting 
a business with which the adventurer 
was thoroughly acquainted. In order to 
carry out the formulated plans in the 
search for golden riches Mr. Brown would 
undoubtedly caution his reader to Nave 
in hand or provided: for the necessary 
capital to carry on the search, 

Not less than $15,000,000 was involved 
in the recent “‘New Orleans coup,” a 
transaction that is stil] the subject of 
talk among cotton merchants and brok- 
ers and the owners of printed cloth mills, 
or wherever there may be cotton inter- 
ests, for that matter. At one period of 
the ‘‘corner’’ Mr. Brown was engineering, 
his syndicate was interested in 500,000 
bales ,of “‘spot cotton.’’ The cotton was 
worth $65 a bale, the entire holdings of 
‘“‘spot,’’ therefore, representing $3,250,000. 
On one day alone the ‘pool’ members 
received 140,000 bale® of cotton, which 
was also worth $65 a bale. This was at 
the rate of the phenomenally high price 
of i3 cents a pound. 


When Mr. Brown, of New Orleans, first 
made his presence felt in the market 
here, and it was learned that he and 
those with him in the ‘‘pool’’ were bent 
on doing a little “‘covering’’ there were 
many scoffers. The efforts of Price and 
Sully were still fresh in the minds of the 
eotton people. It was a trade secret that 
when Price withdrew from the cotton 
arena he was threatened with the deliv- 
ery of tens of thousands of bales,.which 
it was impossible for him to accept. Mr. 
Price sought Georgie P. McFadden, and 
the latter shouldered the brunt. 

Sully, too, had to seek Mr. McFadden 
when he (Sully) was threatened with a 
delivery that was to be made to him. 
Sully got out with a profit in the long 
run and was able, so they say. down 
arougid the cotton exchange, to make Mrs. 
Sully the handsome present of half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

With the experience of these venture- 
some spirits in mind, the cotton people 
simply smiled and chuckled to themselves 
while they awaited Mr. Brown, of New 
Orleans. They even whispered among 
themselves, “‘Will Brown will rap at Me- 
Fadden’s door—you see.’”’ No one heard 
Mr. Brown’s knuckles beating a tattoo 
or the McFadden door, however, and per- 
haps Mr. McFadden, a leader in the 
trade, was as much surprised as were the 
others, 

Price bought January cotton and sold 
March; Mr. Sully bought May and sold 
July. They were straddling. .Not so 
with Mr. Brown, of New Orleans, for he 
Was a persistent and consistent bull from 
the time he entered the arena until he sat 
dcewn with his partners in the ‘pool’ and 
divided the profits that they reaped, It 
may be wel] to correct a false impré@ssion 
respecting William Perry Brown, for the 
opinion has been given that he was an 
absolutely new figure in cotton circles. 

Not so. For many years Mr. Brown 
has been the senior partner in the firm of 
Wiiliam P. Brown & Co., in New Or- 
leans, where he went in 1888 from Co- 
lumbia, Miss. He is now about 45 years 
old and before the recent cOup was be- 
lieved to be a man probably worth $i,- 
000,000. Mr. Brown's interests in bank- 
ing concerns in New Orleans have been 
very great Of late years, and to his 
friends he proudly acknowledges that he 
is a self-made man. Mr. Brown has 
made a close study of cotton and finan- 

cial statistics of the world over for sev- 
eral years, and when he considered the 
matter of a “‘corner”’ it was with the 
firm belief that the condition favored it. 
He was ready to and did back his belief 
with money, and he won. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Brown began 
to buy last October. To be sure, he was 
living in and was in business in New Or- 
leans, but the New York market seemed 
to offer opportunities. He bought July 
and August contracts in this market and 
held on to them. As the season pro- 
pressed, Mr. Brown Kept adding to his 
holdings. At no time was he “‘short’’ of 
the market, but occasionally, when the 
opportunity was ripe, he took profits. ' 

Interested with him then and through- 
out the coup was F. B. Hayne, of the 
firm of Vincent & Hayne, another prom- 
inent firm in New Orleans. Mr. Hayne 
has managed to keep in the background. 


His work was, perhaps, confined more

| particularly to office duties. As Brown 
bought, Mr. Hayne procured purchases. 


to make rich profits when they arranged 
with several other prominent merchants 
in New Orleans and other southern cities 
to form one “pool” or syndicate. There 
were five or six of them, one being Mr. 
Mason Smith, another prominent mer- 
chant in the south. , 

om i 

Brown & Hayne at the beginning had a 
specified policy, and consistently carried 
jt ‘through. The conditions that they. 
predicted or foresaw were realized. Myr. 
Brown held that the cotton crop would 
not be more than 10,750,000 bales. It 
tiirned out that it was 10,700,000, or only 
50,000 bales less than Mr. Brown con- 
tended, and he knew that the worlds 
cohsumption would be more than 1 1,000,- 
000 bales. Mr. Brown said the scarcity 
of supply favored the purchasing of all 
the “spot cotton” time could be ob- 
tained, 

In addition to these remarkable predic- 
tions Mr. Brewn Was particularly favored 
by the bad»weather, which affected the 
new crop and set the season pack three 
or four weeks. Throughout the transac~- 
tion Mr. Brown has said, and so have 
others, that the “‘pool’’ at no time with- 
held cottoh so that the print cloth mills 
were at any time compelled to close down 
because of lack of the raw materia). In 
carrying on their stupendous transactions 


from day to day Brown & Hayne had as 


many as seven distinct brokers buying 
for them. The bulk of this work was 
done by Atwood Violet, J. H. Parker and 
McIntyre & Marshall. 

How the pool was favored is shown by 
the fact that at no time in this city from 
June | was there a stock of cotton greater 
than nine weeks’ consumption by Ameri- 
can mills, both north and south. The 
syndicate wat not “holding up’ cotton, 
and denial is made that there was any 


truth in the hue and cry made, in Eng- 
land particularly, that mills had to be 
shut down because Brown & Hayne weie 
refusing to put cotton on the market, 

Brown purchased his contracts for fu- 
ture delivery at a very low average price, 
and on these they made a very large 
amount of money in New Orleans. When 
the “pool” was knowp to have 300,000 
bales of ‘“‘spot’’ cotton there was no one 
who knew how many thousands of bales 
their contracts were for. In order to put 
through their deal and sustain the ‘‘cor- 
ner’’ Brown & Hayne were large borrow- 
ers. Their borrowings, however, were 
from foreign exchange houses, principally 
the French ones, 

In order to bear prices there were ru- 
mors of impending panic circulated, That 
this was unwarranted is known, because 
the “pool” holdings were margined down 
to a very low figure, something in thé 
neighborhood of 8 or 9 cents a pound, 
while the market price was in the neigh- 
borhood of I!3 cents. The amount of 
cotton brought to New York fer Septem- 
ber delivery, it is known, did not repre- 
sent one-third of the short interest in 
September cotton. 

It is said now that the mill owners took 
advantage of the leading “spot’’ cotton 
dealers who had contracts to deliver 
large amounts of cotton to manufactur- 
ers. The proposition was this, that if de- 
liveries were deferred and the cotton 
could be used in this market there was 
an excellent opportunity to brak the 
high prices. Many mill owns permitted 
their surplus steck of cotton, or all they 
could spare, to be sold, with the result 
that those mills found themselves in a 
position where they had disposed of their 
cotton, but lost heavily by getting into 
speculation, 

This is given as one of the reasons for 
the closing down of mills. No one in the 
cotton trade has ever seen anything ike 
the “squeeze’’ that was felt in Septem- 
ber. On September 22 September cotton 
sold at !1.53 cents, or about | cent a 
pound increase over the previous fort- 
night. It declined in price gradually un- 
til September 26, when the price was 
10.80 cents, or a difference of 70 points, 
a difference of $3.50 a bale. This came 
through the steady selling by the iargest 
“spot dealers.” 


Mr. Brown was not inclined yesterday 
to go into any of the details concerning 
the pool operations when I saw him. He 
preferred to say nothing concerning his 
business transactions, although he _ did 
acknowledge that he found it necessary 
to open a smal] office in the cottom ex- 
change building and to bring his family 
to the Waldorf-Astoria as long 4goO as 
June in order to be on-hand while his 
negotiations were so tremendous, Mr. 
Frown had been bulling cotton for four or 
five years, On that side of thé market he 
cenducted a successful “‘corner’’ in 1900. 

If one were to ask Mr. Brown why he 
had been successful his reply would prob- 
ably be: ‘Because I didn’t buy more 
than I could pay for. When I got cotton 
on a contract I knew what to do with it, 
Generally the cotton I received was sold, 
in great part at least, before I received 
ie 

Mr. Brown undoubtedly would say, as 


did one of his friends, that the ‘‘whole 
pool transaction was conducted cleanly 
and with remarkable success.’ In speak- 
ing of the ‘“‘New Orleans coup” one of Mr. 
Brown’s intimate business associates said 
that Mr. Brown would not have gone into 
the pool had it considered “holding up” 
eotton so that mill hands would have 
been thrown out of work.

Here, for example, is a California romance— 
a strange story of love and revenge, of a be- 
trayed love and a terrible, grim revenge— 
that has just come to light, that has just re- 
ceived its last chapter by the death-bed 
confession of a Mexican miner, which if 
Bret Harte himself had told it under the 
guise of fiction would have made the gentle 
reader of magazine pap rise in his right- 
eous wrath and vehemently protest,’‘Im- 
possible.”’ 

Yet it is a fact, corroborated in the history 
and soil of California. 

The other day down at Prescott, Arizona, 
Jose Martinez died. 

Jose Martinez was a Mexican, lean, brown, 
withered, saturnine, silent. 

Jose Martinez was by occupation a miner, 
part of the flotsam and jetsam of the West- 
ern mining world, that detached and drift- 
ing solitary human figure—a prospector, 
forever going forth in rawhide boote and 
overalls and sombrero with the eterna! half- 
burned cigarette between his silent lips, 
prodding his burro before him with his 
‘grub’ on its back, across the desert and 
into the mountains in search of treasure;

But of his inner man—of the real Jose 
Martinez—of the man of impulses and emo- 
tions, of the memories that surged within 
him, of the storms that shook him, nothing 
was known in any mining camp from the 
notbern boundary of California to the Mexi- 
ean line, for it is the code of mining camps 
to ask no more about the man who comes 
into one than what he volunteers about him- 
self, and Jose Martinez volunteered nothing. 

In a Western mining camp each man’s 
peculiarities are his own. The passion for 
analysis is a disease that has not yet at- 
tacked the hard-faring men of simple life. 
If a man among them has peculiarities they 
are delicately ignored, or with rough good- 
humor crystallized into a nickname, but 
never probed. 

For thirty years Jose Martinez came and 
went among the mining camps, wandered 
on his prospecting journeys, or sat with his 
knees drawn up and his back against some 
‘dobe wall, silently smoking his everlasting 
cigarette, with his brooding eyes turned in- 
ward—on what?

that had always been so dull, so secretive, 
burned with eagerness and memory. 

The attendant and the witness were in- 
clined to think that the Mexican was raving 
in delirium, but that convincing something 
there is in earnestness, the dying man’s 
desperate determination to free himself 
from his. secret, to be believed had effect. 
Awed, they listened to his story, and fact 
by fact they found it true. , 

This is the story—as he told it, and as itis 
verified: 

Thirty years ago, in the spring of 1873, 
Jose Martinez began laying the founda- 
tion of what to him was to be the life 
beautiful. He had just started out as a 
prospector then, and fortune at once 
smiled on him. Seven or eight miles east 
of Bodie he found the outcroppings of a 
small gold ledge that held iridescent hope 
for him.

To the man’s heart—as it has seemed 
to man’s heart for countless thousands of 
times since the world began—‘‘the wilder- 
ness was paradise enow.”’ Perhaps it 
was to the woman’s, too. 

After a couple of months of patient 
work and primitive joy the practical side 
of life asserted itself with insistence. He 
saw that gold would come out of the 
rocks ever so much faster with help— 
and who shall say what dreams be real- 
ized so much the sooner. Jose Martinez 
made another trip to Aurora, Nev., and 
this time brought back with him a help- 
er, one Teddy Ryan, a rollicking, bright- 
faced Irish boy of two and twenty. He 
Was stalwart and broad-shouldered and 
ruddy, with an unfailing good humor and 
all the joy in life that two and twenty 
feels. 

This was Jose Martinez’ mistake—for 
Jose Martinez was the opopsite of Teddy 
Ryan in every respect. He was nearly 
thirty—and thirty is a veritable Methuse- 
lah in the eyes of a bride of seventeen. 
He was even then meager and brown and 
withered and bent, ‘and much preferred, 
in his hours of rest, to sit and smoke his 
cigarette and watch Loleta going about 
her household work to making gay with 
her. 

Teddy Ryan was a good hand. He cer- 
tainly did his share of the mining, and 
in addition to that when Loleta wanted 
water or wood he was ever ready and 
eager to fetch it, while Jose sat smoking 
his cigarette and looking on from under 
the wide brim of his sombrero, and seeing 
nothing. And he made gay with Loleta 
frankly, with his native bonhomie, jest- 
ing, singing, teasing, establishing the 
bond of youth to youth. 

In the working of the mine Jose 80 
divided the work that he went down the 
shaft while Teddy Ryan performed the 
duties above ground—which was another 
mistake of Jose’s. 

It was by this arrangement that the 
cunning lNittle imps of propinquity did 
ibeir work. 
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one may know now, prehaps by some 
prank of Fate, Jose changed the order 
of things; he lowered Teddy Ryan to the 
bottom of the shaft and himself remained 
above ground. And Loleta, as was her 
habit when-the brief domestic duties in 
the cabin had been performed, came out 
to join Teddy Ryan at the mouth of the 
mine. 

Heedleasly, gaily, with the heedlessness 
and gaiety of youth and love and unre- 
strained joy in life, she slipped slyly up 
behind Teddy Ryan, smoking, In the shad- 
ow, and clapped her hands over his eyes 
and pressed her young cheek to his and 
whispered, ‘Guess who it is, Teddy, my 
Teddy.”’ 

And Jose Martinez, terrible, menacing, 
in the suddenness of his rage that flamed 
from the suddenness of his discovery, tore 
from his eyes the little, caressing, blind- 
folding hands, and holding them both in 
the crushing grasp of one of his, turned 
upon her. 

The pretty, foolish, young thing—the 
wayward bride—cowered before him, grov- 
elling at his feet, the words of pleading 
dying in her throat in dry little gasps.

F ALL the stories of “boys 
who have risen,” there is 
none more remarkable than 
that of Sir Conrad Reeves, 

the Chief Justice of the British West 
Indian colony of Barbados, who died 
the other day. 

He was a ragged mulatto urchin, 
earning a few cents a day by selling 
newspapers in the streets of Bridge- 
town, the principal town of Barbados. 
The proprietor of one of the news- 
papers saw that he was a smart lad, 
and took him into his office as a re- 
porter. 

At that time journalism in Barbados 
was very sleepy and old-fashioned. 
All the papers were contented to print 
the same news, and never get ahead of 
One another. 
tionized things. He introduced the 
“scoop,” and soon worked his way up 
to the editor’s. chair. 

That did not satisfy him. He saw 
that the journalistic field was a limited 


to Chief Justice 


Conrad Reeves revolu- | distinguished himself 


one in Barbados. so he studied for the 
law in his spare time. “I am going to 


be a judge if | live long enough,” he 
told his triends. 


They laughed at him. The idea of 
a mulatto becoming a judge seemed 
too preposterous. Only white meri | 
had ever been appointed to that dig- | 
nity, and there was a rule that no 
Barbadian, even if he were white, | 
should be made a judge in Barbados, | 
lest he should favor his numerous 
friends and relatives when delivering 
his judgments. 

Conrad Reeves went to England 
and became a barrister. Returning 
to Barbados, he set up in prdctice, but 
had a hard struggle for many years 
with local prejudices. People did not 
care to entrust their legal affairs to 
the young man whom they had known 
as a ragged newsboy. 

He “won out” by dint of persever- 
ance and ability. In time he became 
the leader of the Barbados Bar, and 
so remarkably 
that all rules and precedents were 
broken through, and he was made first 
Attorney-General and then Chiet 
Justice. Queen Victoria knighted him, 
and for many years before his death 
he was recognized as being one of the 
best judges in all the British colonies. 


A Race of Masked Men.

English Boys and 


HEN autumn approaches the 
American boy looks for- 

ward eagerly to having a 

good time at the county 

fair. He knows there will be plenty 
of side-shows there to cater especially 
for his amusement, and his only 
trouble will be which to choose out 
of a score of attractions. The Amert- 
can country lad is able, once a year, 
to enjoy a miniature of Coney Island. 
The English boy has no such luck. 
The county fair, as we have it, 1s un- 
known in the old country. In each 
English county there are a number of 
annual shows of various kinds—agri- 
cultural shows, horticultural shows, 


cattle shows, and poultry shows—but 
there is no great fair tor the whole 
county. : . 
These shows are run entirely tor 
the grown-ups. The small boy 1s not 
catered for and not wanted. At the 
most there is, perhaps, an itinerant 
“Punch and Judy” for him to look at, 
or a cocoanut-shying pitch. The 
whole idea of these shows 1s not

pleasure, but business; and they are 
attended mainly by people interested 
in the improvement of agriculture or 
the breeding of stock. The small boy 
is seldom seen at them. If he goes, 
he is bored to death. 

In olden days things were different. 
Fairs were great institutions all over 
England. Every county had at least 
two or three a year, and they were 
just as full of fun as they could be. 
Cock-fighting, bull-fighting, tilting at 
the ring, broadsword play, and fist 
fights were favorite sports; while 
there were hundreds of side-shows, 
ranging from the “Wild Man of Bor- 
neo’ to the gipsy fortune-teller. A 
hundred thousand people would attend 
a big fair like Barnet Fair, which was 

n a much larger scale than any 
\merican county fair. 

These gatherings were suppressed 
because they led to a great deal of 
drunkenness and disorder. Nowadays 
only two or three of the old fairs are 
held, and they are shorn of all their 
former fun and frolic. Nothing has 
taken their place, except the cattle 
and agricultural shows, in which no 
ordinary boy can be expected to take 
any interest. 


The World’s Youngest Aeronauts. 

Probably the two youngest aero- 
nauts in the world are Eva Gandron, 
aged nine, and Dudley Barton, four 
years older.

It requires time, patience and more or 
less experience to make good quince 
preserves, but one is well repaid for 
the labor when one sees this golden 
fruit perfectly preserved and shin- 
ing in’ tempting array through the 
glass jars on the pantry shelves, ant 
still better repaid when one hears the 
words of praise from one’s friends 
who test their dainty flavor. 

In making quince preserves alwavs 
select the orange quince, which jc the 
best. It is a_ rich, golden color 
with tiny red flecks over the surface.

Weigh one pound of sugar to every 
pound of fruit. : 

Carefully wipe each quince with a 
damp cloth, then cut out all defects, 
and peel them very thin with a silver- 
bladed knife. Put all the peels in a 
hig preserving kettle, with enough wa- 
ter to cover them to the depth of an 
inch or two, and let them boil gently 
about an hour. While the .peels are 
boiling cut the quinces in quarters and 
core them, then cut them in eighths, 
Or even smaller pieces, and lay them 
as you cut them on a big platter. 

When the peels are sufficiently cook- 
ed turn them into a colander over a 
big bow! and let them drain, pressing 
them very gently with a potato 
masher to get out all the juice. Re- 
turn the water to the kettle and throw 
away the peels. Stand the kettle 
over the fire again: add a little more 
water if necessary, and put a few of 
the cut-up quinces at a time into the 
kettle and let them simmer till so ten- 
der they can be easily pierced with a 
broom splint, then carefully lift them 
ont with a skimmer. letting the water 
drain back into the kettle.
